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Along the Trail of the Heroes of Faith 


CYPRIAN, THE AFRICAN BISHOP 


Among the great leaders of the African Church in the 
third century, few are so well known as Cyprian, sometimes 
called Saint, and sometimes Bishop, Cyprian. He was born in 
Africa in the year A. D. 200, not much over a century after 


the death of the last of the Apostles. This gives him a most 


interesting place in the history of Christianity. His great 
versatility speedily gained for him much renown as a defender 
of the faith. He possessed strong intellectual and rhetorical 
gifts, and these added to his 
fame and influence. 

He did not become a Chris- 
tian till rather late in life. In 
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It was in the midst of this controversy that Carthage 
Was afflicted with an awful scourge of the plague. 
to his people, Cyprian turned to minister to the sick and 
dying and to the burial of the dead, meanwhile Novitian was 
sowing seed of discord and trouble, and being a very strong 
man, only a strong man could defend the truth against him, 
and so Cyprian became the man of the hour to defend the 
teachings for which he was standing and to combat with a 
strong hand the Novitian Schism. 
Before the fierceness of the con- 
flict was past the Bishop of Nu- 
midia sprang a controversy on 
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his baptism he took the name of 
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the doctrine of baptism. The 
controversy was bitter and 





Cecilius in honor of the man 
who led him to accept Christ. 
Soon after the death of Cexcilius 
Cyprian was ordained to the of- 
fice of deacon and _ presbyter. 
Three years later the see of Car- 
thage was made vacant and Cy- 
prian was unanimously elected 
Bishop by the people, not, how- 
ever, without opposition from 
some of the church dignitaries. 
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sharp, and at length the Church 
of Rome broke off its fellowship 
with the African Church entire- 
ly, but Cyprian stood by the Af- 
rican Church and boldly led it 
onward and upward in its search 
for the truth, and this he did in- 
the face of persecution which 
would have made ordinary men 
and women quail before it. 





Cyprian was not only a man 
of great abilities, but also of 
great courage. When he became 
Bishop of Carthage he undertook 
to do a thorough work for the 
sause of Christ. He introduced 
certain reform measures in the 
diocese, looking to the larger 
welfare of the kingdom. The 
introduction of these reform 
measures was the beginning of 
a great ecclesiastical conflict 
which continued to the end of 
his life. He was a man of great 
power whom his enemies dread- 
ed, and because of this fact they 
sought to destroy his influence 
as the surest way to stop his 
work. The persecution was led 
by Decius whose short reign was 
characterized by dreadful perse- 
eutions of the Christians of that 
day. Cyprian, as leader, came 
in for large share of suffering, 
and was finally compelled to flee 
to some place of safety, and was 
in exile for fourteen months. 
Though cut off from his people, 
he kept close watch over them, 
encouraging them to stand for 
the truth in the liberty with 
which Christ had made them 
free. 

In the year A. D. 251, he 
was permited to return to his 
diocese, when he convened a 
Council to determine what re-

buke should be given to the members who had lapsed from 
the faith during the time of persecution, as well as to the 
Libellatics, or those who had obtained false certificates as to 
their faithfulness in sacrificing to the gods of Rome by the 
payment of a price. Cyprian was in favor of permitting them 
to return to the fellowship of the Church, but Novitian, an- 
other strong man, was opposed to granting them this privilege, 
holding that it would be a forfeit of Christian character to do 
‘so. The clash came between these two men as great leaders. 


the truth of the Gospel of the Son of God. This is not a light 
matter, and it was never more true than to-day, when there 
is so much temptation to pander to a milk and water sentiment 
as the gospel. We need the pure gospel, and we need brave 
and fearless men to stand in our pulpits, not to defy in a 


censorious spirit, but to tell the truth, never fearing 
the face of man. Such a man Cyprian seems to have 
been, 
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“WHEREFORE, RECEIVE YE ONE ANOTHER, AS CHRIST ALSO RECEIVED US, TO THE GLORY OF GOD.” 








DOCTRINAL PREACHING 


HE Church of Jesus Christ needs 
l more doctrinal preaching, plain, 
positive and convincing, By doctrinal 
preaching we do not for one moment mean 
sectarian preaching, but rather the preaching 
of the great doctrinal truths of God’s Word, 
such as conviction, repentance, faith, forgive- 
ness, or justification, regeneration, consecra- 
tion and sanctification, and many others of 
great importance to the nurture of the Chris- 
tian life. These are needed as foundation 
principles for the divine life in man. If the 
preaching of these great truths were em- 
phasized frequently and kept before the 
people, we should have much stronger and 
healthier church members than we now 
have in many instances, and strong and 
healthy church members would add much to 
the life and power of the Church as an 
institution. New ideas und new ways may 
be all right and very desirable in some 
things, but in religion, well, it is better in 
the main to stand by the old ideas and 
the old ways, as set forth in the Bible. We 
take this stand on this matter because the 
old seems in actual practice to produce better 
and more abiding results. 


We once knew of a child that was very 
frail. Her parents thought she could not eat 
substantial food without greatly endangering 
the life of the child, for, as they thought, 
everything they gave her did her 
much harm, and so they gave up to the fact 
that the child could eat nothing in the way 
of rich, nourishing food, and they were giv- 
ing her just small bits of dainty stuff—such 
as could hardly have hurt or helped a snow- 
bird. A neighbor was much in sympathy 
with the child, and fully believed if the 
parents would give her something to eat that 
had real strength in it. the child would 
grow and do well. One day he got the child 
into his own home, and he determined to 
try his theory. He fed the child liberally 
upon good, substantial food, and then watch- 
ed results. He was a bit nervous lest his 
daring should bring trouble to the child. 
He waited patiently to see what the results 
would be. The next day the child was lively 
and stronger and no harm had resulted from 
the liberal feeding of the day before upon 
nourishing food, and so he felt he was right. 
What the child needed was food, good, rich, 
nourishing food. If the child could have a 
good chance at such food, she might rally 
her wasting strength and grow, but without 
it she could do nothing but waste away!

It is much that way with our churches, 
or many of them. Some of us preachers 
have been afraid to give the real meat of 
the Gospel, and we have been feeding on the 
“knickknacks” of religious sentiment, declar- 
ing that the people could and would not 
stand strong meat, till to-day many of our 
churches are in a sort of bloodless condi- 
tidn, in which there is little or no spiritual 
vigor, and everywhere you go you may 
hear some one asking what is the matter 
with the Church? Why is it so cold and

so formal? Why is it s9 few unconverted 
people go to church nowadays? Why is it 
so few of the young coaverts go into the 
church as members? Why is it so few of 
the church members have any real spiritual 
zeal? 

We are not prepared to answer definitely ev- 
ery one of these questions by saying too much 
“blue milk” is the reason, but we are prepared 
to say if our churches had more sound and 
strong doctrinal preaching of the Word of 
God, we verily believe we should see a 
marked change in the condition of the 
Church speedily. Men and women who are 
Christians would soon become stalwarts of 
the faith and their lives would count might- 


ily for the spread of the truth, for the 
winning of the world to Christ. Our 
churches are very much like that child, 


they have been fed on the “blue milk” of 
instead of the Word of God till 
they have no vigor to do anything, or to 
be anything, and that is what is the matter 
with the churches. Let us wake up, brother 
pastors, let us risk the strong meat of the 
szospel, let us give them a good chance at 
it for the year 1911, and then let us watch 
results and see if the Church does not have 
more vigor and larger fruitfulness. If it 
does not, if the strong meat makes spiritual 
dyspeptics, then we shall have to own up 
and try something else—only be sure that 
you give the people strong meat, rich and 
well. prepared so that they can digest it. 
But the present condition of the Church is 
not at all encouraging, and if we try strong 
meat for one year and gain nothing, it can- 
not be much worse than it now is, and 
we will at least have the satisfaction of 
having tried the strong meat. We believe 
if the strong meat is tried in faith, humbly 
depending upon the Lord Jesus to make it 
fruitful in the lives of our people, we shall 
see fine results, and we will not wish to go 
back to the “blue milk” of theology and 
speculation. 

Brethren in the ministry, let us try strong 


gospel meat and note the results. We be- 
lieve it will be most encouraging. 


Brethren in the laity, listen and see if 
you are getting strong meat, and if you are 
not, go to your pastor and lovingly ask for 
the Bread of Life in a well-prepared and 
digestible form. 
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SHALL OUR SPORTS USURP THE 
PLACE OF RELIGION? 


That seems a very singular question, and 
it is, nevertheless, it seems timely in view 
of certain tendencies of the times. The 
Christian Work and Evangelist for January 
28, has a striking way of getting at this 
matter. It says: 


Perhaps nothing is more significant to one 
watching the trend of things than the fact 
that union Thanksgiving service in a cer- 
tain New England city last November was 
put off so as not to interfere with a football 
game. Never mind God, never mind wor- 
ship, never mind thanksgiving for benefits, 
never mind the church! What is God and 


worship and the church compared to foot- 


ball? And evidently some people in Boston 
will not go to church unless football is con- 
tinued, for one of the ministers preached on 
the Yale-Harvard game the Sunday evening 
following. Are we becoming intoxicated 
with sports? There are many things that 
look that way. 

We confess we are not an over admirer 
of the sports. Base ball among college boys 
for the sake of exercise may be all welk 
enough, but when it comes to going wild over 
it and as in the case of the football game 
mentioned above, even to the point of putting 
off the services for the worship of God for 
the sake of the game, then we are a thou- 
sand miles away from having a particle of 
sympathy for it. People seem to be going 
wild over sports, even church people, in 
many instances, seem to be about half ready 
to give up the church, or anything else, for 
the sake of sport. Before God we believe 
any such tendency is an abomination, and 
ought to have no place among God’s people. 

If we could get as much enthusiasm up 
among the church people for Missions as we 
can for football, base ball and a good many 
other games, we should have no difficulty in 
raising the missionary debt. Brethren, it 
may be all right for the young people to 
have a few good healthy sports, if kept with- 
in proper bounds, but we declare this thing 
of going beside one’s self for the sake of hav- 
ing a rousing time, well, we believe it adver- 
tises a fact which to us is so patent that it 
is not even necessary to mention it. We 
think church members, even though they 
have not enough religion to keep them from, 
such extremes, ought to have enough com- 
mon sense and respect for the propriety of 
things to avoid any such tendencies as are- 
now quite apparent in the sporting world. 
God's people ought to be engaged in a better 
business. If you are a child of God, it seems 
but reasonable to believe your love for your 
Lord and His work would save you from 
such folly. 
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ISN’T IT A PITY? 


Just to think that it has come to this that 
the municipal authorities have been compel- 
led to put a stop to raffling in the churches. 
Not that it is wrong to stop it, for it ought 
never to have been begun, but the sad part 
of it is that the moral tone of a city govern- 
ment should exceed that of the church to such 
an extent that the city government should 
find it necessary to make the church stop an 
evil practice, and yet according to the Gospel 
Messenger that is just what Kansas City, 
Kansas, has done.: The Messenger says: 

In Kansas City, Kans., it has been decided 
that hereafter there shall be no raffles of any 
sort, not even in churches. The law is a 
good one, but it seems strange that worldly 
authorities must be called upon to prohibit 
wrong-doing in churches. The members of 
the hody of Christ should live so far above 
all evil, and necessary laws, as to set a good 
example for the lawmakers. Of the Chris- 
tians, at the beginning of the first century, 
it is said that they were superior to the 
laws. Their lives were even better than 
what was demanded by those who made the - 
laws. One might possibly excuse weak and’

uninformed church members for taking part 
in church raffles, but as a rule such raffles 
are gotten up and managed by the leaders 
in the church. And to make the situation 
still worse, the work generally receives the 
hearty approval of the pastor. For people 
who are leaders in church society there is 
no excuse for such wrong-doing. In fact, 
the necessity for any city prohibiting church 
raffles is a sad reflection on what the world 
regards as Christian religion. 

Brethren, the day has come, and we thank 
God it has, when the Church, if it is to be a 
servant of Christ, must quit this unholy bus- 
iness of raffling and semi-gambling. We are 
losing our influence over the world every 
time we do these things—practically clipping 
the wings of our usefulness and consigning 
our powers to oblivion, and it is no wonder 
that the Church is declining. If the Church 
is to prosper, is must be conducted accord- 
ing to the Lord's directions, ‘and we must 
look beyond the money power for success 
in saving the world, money has its place and 
an important place, but the Church had bet- 
ter live at the poorhouse and have Christ 
with her, than to live in affluence and all 
splendor without Christ, for we are told that 
without Christ we can do nothing, and a do 
nothing church is a pitiable object indeed. 
Oh, if the Church gets its eyes open to the 
truth as God has given it to us, then we 
may receive power and go forth conquering 
and to conquer in the name of Jesus, If 
nothing else will do it, we are glad to have 
the raffling stopped by the city authorities. 
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IMPORTANT QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


A beloved brother minister, a pastor, if we 
mistake not, has written a letter to Dr. Bur- 
mett, asking most important questions which 
bear upon matters which in a sense are quite 
vital to the health, growth and fruitfulness 
of the Church of Christ anywhere, or in any 
century. With Dr. Burnett’s consent we are 
publishing herewith the two letters, omitting 
only the name of the pastor who wrote the 
letter to which Dr. Burnett replies. It is as 
follows: 


J. I’. Burnett, D. D., 
Dayton, Ohio. 


My Dear BrotHer:—Will you permit me 
to ask you a few questions? 

1. According to the usage of the Chris- 
tian Church has a church a right to call 
a man to pastor the church and has the man 
a right to accept the call who has been ex- 
pelled from his conference and has no rec- 
ommendation. If he has not will you kindly 
ask our editor to put a short article in the 
HERALD that all may have warning.

To this inquiry Dr. Burnett makes the fol- 
lowing reply: 


Drak BrorHer:—! have your favor of 
January 23rd and have carefully noted the 
questions you ask and to which you desire 
answers, 

First. In the last analysis the local 
ehurch is supreme in all matters pertaining 
to its own affairs, From its decision con- 
cerning itself there can be no appeal, but 
all action of this supreme character must be 
limited to its own life and activities, and 
when one or more churches are involved in 
matters which must be considered and de- 
cided the action of any one of them, can 
only bind itself, for no church can be bound 
by any action to which it is not a party. 

However, any action a local church 
might take which violated in any way

the rules and regulations of the conference 
to which it belonged, and which by its mem- 
bership therein it had indorsed, would be 
liable to the dealing justly due a disorderly 
member, whether that member be a minis- 
ter or local church. Of course in such cases 
the church nlight withdraw its membership 
and that would end the proceedings. 

It seems to me that a church even though 
vested with such authority should seek to 
live in the strictest harmony with the ex- 
pressed wish of the churches with which it 
might be associated in conference relation- 
ship, for a failure to do so creates discord 
and often ends in death to the church. 

Second. The man who is not a member of 
any conference cannot be dealt with by any 
conference, for the conference can only deal 
with its members, and because of that men 
often work hardships for conferences, for 
having no relationship with the conference 
they feel that they can do as they like 
among the churches of the conference, and 
that often times ends in death to both the 
man and the people to whom he ministers. 
It is, to say the least, a dangerous thing for 
2 man without conference membership or 
recommendation to enter the pastoral rela- 
tion, for by so doing he violates all the pro- 
prieties of church and conference relation- 
ship and contrary to the customs and habits 
among brethren puts himself in relationships 
that are not warranted and cannot be sus- 
tained by the vote of the conference to which 
he had belonged, or by the vote of the con- 
ference to which the church at that time be- 
longs. 

As you know my sympathies are with the 
man who seeks to redeem himself from any 
past history of his career which he cannot 
read with pleasure, or to free himself from 
any error into which he might have fallen, 
but while my sympathies are with such an 
one, I would not have any one feel that I 
think it either wise or right to encourage to 
any degree the creating of discord and con- 
fusion by the employment of a pastor who 
did not sustain conference relations or carry 
recommendations from the body properly au- 
thorized to grant them. 

I will show your letter to the editor of 
the HERALD. and also copy of my reply, but 
of course he holds the right to speak through 
the paper concerning the matter, which right 
he will be sure to exercise only as his judg- 
ment may approve.

It is unnecessary to repeat what Dr. Bur- 
nett has so well said, but we do wish to em- 
phasize some facts pertaining to the ques- 
tions discussed in his letter. If there is any- 
thing made plain in the Scriptures as to 
church government, as we understand it, it 
is that discipline must be exercised over the 
straying members of the flock. We are ex- 
horted not even to have fellowship with them 
that walk disorderly. That is a sweeping 
statement, but it is scripture and must mean 
what it says. If it be important thus to 
guard the individual members, to keep them 
in orderly way of living the Christ life, it is 
even more important that the ministry should 
he kept in order, not mixing up with the 
ways and follies of the world, for they are 
not only examples to the flock, but they are 
to exercise a wider influence in preaching the 
gospel. If the minister’s life is corrupt, then 
certainly we cannot expect any good to come 
from his labors. 

Not for one moment would we be consider- 
ed as refusing to help in the restoration to 
the public confidence of an erring, but re- 
pentant man. If he repent, in the right spirit, 
we believe in giving him every help to get 
back into the active work from which he 
had fallen, but we do believe that no man 
who cannot maintain a good standing in 
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his own conference should be accepted. as a 
pastor, or a religious teacher, anywhere. If 
he has offended he must first go and make 
the matter right with his brethren. If he 
will not take this step, then there is some- 
thing wrong in his life, and, therefore, no 
church ought to consider for one moment the 
matter of employing such a man as pastor. 
An evil man is dangerous anywhere, and no- 
where more so than in the pulpit. If a min- 
ister is overtaken in a fault and repents, 
then let him go set himself right with the 
conference, but if he refuse to do so, it is 
worse than folly to employ him as pastor, 
for in the long run he will bring discredit on 
the church and so injure the cause of Christ. 

This is a plain view of the matter, but as 
we see it, it is the thing to do. No church 
can maintain standing among the people of 
God with a pastor whose moral record is 
bad. Do not try to do it. 

One other thing may be said with equal 
show of right. The man who has been over- 
taken in a sin, if he is otherwise what he 
ought to be, will never consent to become a 
pastor till he is vindicated, or forgiven and 
restored. We cannot be too particular about 
the moral and spiritual standing of the min- 
istry. No doubt about it, many of our 
churches have been entirely too slack in this 
matter, and they have always suffered from 
the results of such a course. A minister may 
not be learned, he may not have money, he 
may not have fame, he may not have a large 
following even, but he must have @ good 
moral character, or he is by no means fit to 
enter the pulpit to proclaim the everlasting 
gospel of the Son of God.—EbpITor.

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The Need of the Church is Spiritual Power

What a blessed thing it would be for us 
all, if we would continually remember that 
the Holy Spirit is the Giver of power. It 
is nearly three years since I went, in com- 
pany with a few friends to the top of Olivet. 
We paused near the spot, on said mountain, 
marked as the place from which the world’s 
Redeemer ascended: Before us, bowed with 
our knees on the earth and our faces towards 
Mt. Calvary, I read these -words: “And, 
behold, I send the promise of my Father 
upon you: but tarry ye in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued with power from 
on high.” (Luke 24:48-49). As we turned 
eyes to Calvary, we thought of the 
mountain of sacrifice. As we reverently 
uncovered our heads on Olivet, we thought 
of the: mountain of power.

The two great 
commands from the mountain of power, at 
first hearing seem contradictory : 
and “Tarry ye.” 


“Go ye,” 
It was necessary then, it 
to tarry in prayer to find 
out God's will, and then to go forth to do 
His will. Although the apostles were Chris- 
tian men, truly-converted and humble follow-

ers of the Master for about three years, 
they were, at the moment the Master 
commanded them to “tarry” destitute of 


power which was adequate to the work of 
Christ. Every one thinks he knows what 
is meant by time, but no man can fully define 
it, any more than he can tell about space, 
life, death, or eternity. Every one thinks 
he knows what power is, although nobody 
can exactly define what is indicated by the 
word “power” in its application to personal 
effectiveness. It is “that subtile quality 
which gives life to all a man’s faculties, 
which diffuses around him an atmosphere of 
magnetic attraction.” Yes, says another: 
“It is something which endues a man with 
penetrative influence over his fellow-men, 
and makes him a center of contagious 
vitality.” 

But you will see that the word, as it occurs 
in Luke, means all this, and much more— 
how much more I do not know fully, but 
certainly as much more as spiritual person- 
ality transcends merely intellectual and 
emotional life. The disciples did not possess 
it, and because they did not, were not yet 
equipped for apostolic service. 

But you say that it was remarkable 
that men who had been called. of Christ, 
who had lived, loved, and labored under 
the spell of the Master’s presence were yet 
destitute of full power. To this I fully agree. 
It was remarkable. “Yes,” says another, 
“such an inference carries with it other and 
more remarkable conclusions. If the men, 
having nearly all the facts and an insight 
into some of the truths of religion, were 
powerless, then the facts and truths must 
Share with the men Christ’s implication of 
ineffectiveness.” Another might say: “The 
matchless story of wisdom and grace, of 
truth and pathos would have created out 
of its own beauty power enough to inspire 
the apostles. What is the use to tarry, 
they are wasting time. Let them proceed to 
tell the wondrous story of the Cross.” “Did 
Christ aim at nothing more subtile than a 


redirection of humanity,” says another, 
“there was waste of time in the delay of 
the disciples.” But beyond all this lay His 
task of sacrificial redemption, of regenerative 
grace. He came to re-create and not merely 
to refashion; not to embody a supreme pre- 
cipitous force in the evolution of humanity, 
but to institute an epoch of new birth and 
relation. He came to save lost man, to save 
each lost man singly. Only the Creator can 
RE-CREATE. To save a man requires a might- 
than can be found. in the man 
requiring to be saved. And hence Christ’s 
assertion of the powerlessness of His dis- 
ciples, even with their love of himself and 
men; of the inadequacy of the gospel story. 
even though it was a story full of wisdom 
and pathos; of the ineffectiveness of truth, 
even though it was the truth of God. 

Yes, yes, I see now, my brother. “These 
were but instruments and agents—the tools 
of a power working behind and through 
them. And until that power laid hold of 
them there could no real work be done.” 
Our eyes begin to open. The scene at 
Pentecost explains the delay at Olivet. Let 
us watch that prayer-meeting of days, men- 
tioned in Acts. Who is that preaching? 
Peter is speaking. He is sticking close to 
the Scriptures, yet we are sensible of a 
subtile constraining influence never felt be- 
fore. The men who heard him were familar 
with about everything Peter said. Yet they 
listened as never before.

The philosopher would not say that sermon 
was profound. The logician would say its 
diction was eloquent, the elocutionist would 
say its method was neither taking nor 
striking. Yet, at its close, men with broken 
hearts and contrite spirits cried aloud for 
pity and pardon. The secret of the mighty 
charge is an open one. The Holy Ghost 
had taken hold of the disciples, adding to 
their knowledge, their emotion, their apt- 
itudes, a bestowed and conquering power. 


“Thenceforward the Gospel ceased to be 
an oral tradition,” or a “written and printed 
history,” dependent for its “credibility” on 
the “accuracy of a chronicle,” the “honesty 
of a transcriber,” or the “decision of a 
critic,” high or low; it became a “living 
reproduction, enshrined in the sacred ex- 
perience of new-made souls, capable of main- 
taining and increasing its evidence in a 
“succession of regenerated hearts.” Thence- 
forward the disciples ceased to be the mere 
“heralds of a wondrous story.” They became 
the “embodiments of a living and realized 
salvation.” Here, then, we reach the point 
where religion becomes itself, “where it 
shoots right above the known and measure- 
able forces” with which man is familar, 
where it “draws supplies from the invisible 
and omnipotent.” Here, by consequence, 
is the point where “self-sufficient rationalism” 
turns aside from religion, fails to under- 
stand, and therefore “refuses to accept.” 
Where doubt creeps in, spiritual power runs 
out. We are passing through an age of 
doubt, of inquiry, of denial, of analyzed and 
reconstructed belief. There is scarcely a 


member of any church who has not felt the 
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chill of the critical spirit. We need, we must 
seek the power from on high. Paul felt the 
need when he wrote: “Brethren, pray for 
us, that the Word of the Lord may have 
free course, and be glorified.”

“THE WORLD IN BOSTON” 

Unusual preparations are being made for 
the presentation of the Pageant of Darkness 
and Light in connection with “THE WoRLD 
IN Boston, the Missionary Exposition to be 
held in the Mechanics Building, Boston, 
from April 24 to May 20. A call has gone 
out to the churches of Boston and vicinity 
for 5,000 choristers, who are to be engaged 
in the presentation of the Pageant, serving 
in relays. The costumes used at the presen- 
tation of the Pageant at “The Orient in 
London, in 1908, have been sent to the 
United States and are to be used in Boston. 


The Pageant of Darkness and Light is a 
great .musical drama, a spectacular repre- 
sentation of great historical events in the 
history of missions. There are to be five 
episodes, or scenes, in each of which about 
200 persons will participate. The first epi- 
sode, known as the Episode of the North, 
represents a camp of American Indians in 
the far northwest. The little daughter of 
the chief has been lost on the march. The 
medicine-man suggests that a band of trading 
Eskimos be killed to appease the spirits, but 
just as ‘the Indians are about to do this, a 
missionary enters, bringing the little daugh- 
ter of the chief whom he has found in the 
forest. 

In the Episode of the South, which is 
Africa, David Livingstone ministers to a 
wounded Arab slave-raider. Shortly after 
Stanley enters, at last finding Livingstone. 
He begs the missionary to return to England, 
but Livingstone refuses, saying his work is 
not done. 


The scene of the Episode of the East is 
India. A child is taken from the missiona- 
ries in order that she may be formally mar- 
ried to the man selected as her husband 
in her babyhood. In the second scene, the 
wife, now a woman, is led to the funeral 
pyre of her husband. As the pyre is about 
to be lighted, with the living widow upon 
it, an official of the English government 
arrives with a proclamation doing away with 
the suttee, as this rite was called. 


In the Episode of the West, Kapiolani, 
the Christian queen of Hawaii, defies Pele, 
the goddess of the Lake of Fire in the crater 
of the Voleano Kilauea. The volcano is in 
eruption. The priest of Pele claims victims 
to appease the wrath of the goddess. He 
chooses a young bridegroom and a child, 
and is leading them to the crater to be 
thrown into the Lake 6f Fire. Queen Kapio- 
lani comes quickly and defies the priest. She 
ascends to the crater, and, after the fashion 
of Elijah on Mount Carmel, taunts and defies 
the goddess and breaks the power of Pele 
forever. 


In the finishing episode, those who have 
participated in the four previous scenes, 
march from ‘the corners of the hall towards 
the platform singing, and arrange themselves — 
in the form of a great star. At a given 
signal the audience will rise and every one 
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will sing, to the tune of Old Hundred, “All 
people that on earth do dwell.” 

The Pageant is to be given in the grand 
hall of Mechanics Building, which has a 
seating capacity of between five and six 
thousand, every afternoon and every evening 
during the four weeks of the Exposition. 
The Pageant was presented in London to 
crowds of people every day. It was regarded 
there as one of the greatest religious spec- 
tacles of the century. There was evidence 
that a deep spiritual impression was made 
upon the people who attended.

SILVER ANNIVERSARY WEEK AT 
MOODY BIBLE INSTITUTE OF 
CHICAGO 


“Some day you will read in the papers 
that D. L. Moody is dead. Don’t you believe 
a word of it. At that moment I shall be 
more alive than I am now”; and he added, 
“That which is born of the Spirit will live 
forever.” ° 

When this sentence fell from the lips of 
the founder of the Moody Bible Institute of 
Chicago, the whole civilized world was 
startled, and yet truer prophecy was never 
uttered. 

Yes, Dwight L. Moody lives to-day. The 
man mighty in prayer; the great organizer, 
the evangelist, the Bible teacher, the Chris- 
tian who always practiced what he preached. 
He lives in the boy who is struggling ‘for 
bread and education, animated solely by a 
desire for better business opportunities, yet 
desiring at the same time to make his life 
tell for Christ; in the minister who preaches 
Christ, in men and women who wrestle in 
prayer, in Christian workers who believe in 
the Bible as the very Word of God and who 
are deeply concerned in the salvation of 
those about them. 

¥n all parts of the world to-day there are 
students trained in this Institute preaching 
the Gospel. One seldom hears a sermon 
preached that the name of Mr. Moody is 
not mentioned. His sayings are quoted 
everywhere. The whole world has heard of 
the man declared by eminent men of to-day 
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to be the greatest evangelist of his genera- 
tion. 

The New Year ushers in the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the Moody 
Bible Institute. Sunday, February 5, is 
Founder’s Day. The dean, Dr. James M.

A strong program is being prepared for 
the entire week. Some of the most notable 
ministers and laymen of this and other lands 
are expected to assist in the celebration. An 
evening will be set apart for reminiscences 
of leading laymen of the country who knew 


D. L. Moody, like L.. D. Wishard, E. K. 
Warren, Fleming H. Revell, John Willis 
Baer, E. W. Blatchford, W. B. Jacobs and 
others. 


Evangelism will be emphasized by a con- 
ference led probably by Dr. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man and Mr. Charles M. Alexander. 

A large place will be given to foreign mis- 
sions, under the direction of Rev. E. A. 
Marshall, who has visited practically every 
mission field on the globe and who has in 
course of preparation a Missionary Museum 
which is said to be the most complete, as 
well as the most unique, ever planned for 
the study of missions. 

Another feature is the “Relief Map of 
Palestine” recently completed by Dr. Mar- 
shall, made of paper mache from _ five 
hundred Chicago, daily papers. The arrange- 
ment of this map is indeed marvelous, and 
one could take months to study its one 
hundred and seventy-five cities, its rivers, 
mountains, plains, valleys, railroads, high- 
ways, etc. There are seventeen electric 
lights in five colors showing important cities. 
Students will find this map most helpful 
in Bible study. The map in size is twelve 
feet high, eight feet wide and weighs about 
fifteen hundred pounds. 

During Anniversary Week the new dorm- 
itory for women, which will be ready for 
occupancy, will be dedicated. It has been 
erected at a cost of $200,000 and will ac- 
commodate two hundred or more. 

D. L. Moody was one day seen standing 
in a vacant lot in the rear of the Moody 
Church, with his head bowed in prayer, and 
being asked what he was praying for said 
that it was for money with which to erect 
a building for a Bible Training School. This 
prayer was answered in part by the erection of 
the present men’s dormitory, continued answer 
was given in the purchase of buildings on 
LaSalle Avenue, for women’s dormitories, 
and still further in this new building to be 
dedicated. 

The year 1911 is called “Jubilee Year.” 

It is proposed to especially observe other 
periods during the year, possibly in connec- 
tion with the graduating exercises at the 
close of each of the three terms; in April 
August and December. 
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Invitations have been sent to over six thou- 
sand graduates and former students, who 
are scattered all over the world, engaged in 
various forms of Christian work. Leading 
preachers and teachers are being engaged as 
far as possible for special work. Returned 
missionaries will speak. There will be 
social reunion occasions for the former 
students and members of the faculty. Chris- 
tian workers interested in the great work 
mapped out by Mr. Moody are arranging to 
attend the services on Founder’s Day and 
it is hoped that a few “large checks” may 
be sent to the management on that day to 
further the great work for which Mr. Moody 
prayed and to which he gave his life. 

In speaking of the splendid work accom- 
plished by the Institute, President Francis 
L. Patton, D. D., LL. D., of Princeton 
Seminary in a recent address said, “I wish 
to express my deepening interest in the 
work of the Moody Bible Institute, an in- 
terest which increases the more I know about 
it. The Institute is doing a work of the 
deepest importance in the sphere of religious 
experiences, others may be raising questions 
as to how and where we got the Bible and 
some may be seeking to reply to them. 
Blessed be God, there is one place where 
they read the Bible as the Word of God, 
and whose students, having first ascertained 
its contents, go forth doing their best to 
convey them to other men. May it live and 
prosper !”

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A Good Man Gone—Death of Rev. I. H. Coe 


Rev. Isaac H. Coe died at his home, 124 
Washington street, Tuesday afternoon, at 
the age of ninety-two years. He would 
have been ninety-three years old had he 
lived until next May. Elder Coe, as he was 
familiarly known to a host of people, passes 
out of this life after having had an unusual- 
ly active career. He had been not only a 
clergyman, but a political orator of a high 
order and the temperance cause never had 
a stronger advocate in this city. As chaplain 
at the house of correction and at the alms- 
house, aS a probation officer connected with 
the district court for several years, as a 
representative and senator to the general 
court and in numerous other fields of activ- 
ity he came in touch with people of all 
classes. This contact with his fellow-men 
had enriched his life and had remarkably 
equipped him to deal with life’s problems. 
Because of his advanced age his activity of 
late years had necessarily been curtailed 
and some of the younger generation may 
not remember the time when he was one of 
the conspicuous men of the city. Hundreds 
of the older generation will remark on the 
passing of Elder Coe and will remember 
him as he was in the heyday of his vigor. 
It is said of him that he united in marriage 
more than 900 couples and that he officiated 
at more than 3,000 funeral services. He 
leaves two children, one son, Isaac H. Coe, 
Jr., and Mrs. Mary Howland, widow of the 
late Lieutenant Walter S. Howland. 

Mr. Coe had been a familiar figure in this 
city for more than half a century. More 
than fifty years of his life had been spent 
in the active work of the Christian ministry. 
He was descended from Peregrine White, 
born on the Mayflower. He was born at 
Woodstock, Connecticut, May 12, 1818, and 
his early years were spent on the paternal 
farm in such occupations as usually fall to 
the lot of the farmer’s son. He was one of 
a family of nine children, two of whom, 
besides himself, became clergymen in after 
years. At fourteen years of age, he removed 
with his parents to Ashford, where he was 
apprenticed to the shoemaker’s trade and 
followed it four years, devoting all his leis- 
ure time to study with the hope of entering 
the ministry. His first call to the 
pulpit in Ashford. 

Later he went to Hampton, and it was 
while located there that he met and married 
Miss Searles. At the time of their marriage 
he was twenty-eight and she was twenty- 
two years of age. For four years Mr. Coe 
preached at Hampton, and then went to 
Killingly, Connecticut, where he was settled 
for six years as pastor of the Christian 
church. 

In December, 1856, Mr. Coe came to New 
Bedford as a candidate for the vacancy 
existing in the pastorate of the Bonney 
street church. He was called to the charge 
the following year, and continuously filled 
the pulpit till he resigned in 1890. Since 
that time he was frequently called to the 
charge of that parish for temporary vacan- 
cies, but his record of regular settlement 
eovers the unusual stretch of thirty-four 
years and four months. His resignation 
marked the completion of a full half-century 
in the active ministry. 


was 


Mr. Coe served as a member of the Con- 
necticut legislature in 1855, taking up his 
legislative duties in connection with his 
work as a minister. In 1865 he became 
attached to the Fourth Massachusetts Heavy 
Artillery as chaplain, and by reason of this 
service he later became a member of R. A. 
Peirce post, No, 190, and at the time of 
his death he was the oldest member of 
that Grand Army post. On the occasion of 
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his ninetieth birthday, on May 12, 1908, 
one hundred members of the post met at 
the post headquarters to honor the aged 
chaplain. 

When Mr. severed his official con- 
nection with the Bonney street church he by 
no means retired from the ministry. He was 
often called to fill the pulpits at the other 
Christian churches in the city and for four 
months he preached at the South Dartmouth 
Congregational church. He preached at 
Perry Hill on many occasions. Mr. Coe was 
the leader in the services of prayer that for 
many years were held at the North Chris- 
tian church on Thanksgiving evening. The 
esteem in which he was held was shown on 
many occasions when his friends gather- 
ed to do him honor. The entire city had 
an interest in a public reception that was 
accorded him at the Bonney street church 
on the occasion of his seventy-sixth birthday, 
and there were hundreds who attended that 
event to honor the man. 

Mr. Coe won the esteem of the public 
not only through his service in the Christian 
ministry, but through his other activities as 
well. In 1866 and 1867 he was sent as a 
representative to the general court and dur- 
ing the years of 1872 and 1873 he served 
as a senator in the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture. While in the senate he became senate 
chairman of the committee on liquor law. 
There came before the committee during his 
service as chairman a Dill known at that 
time as a measure for the repeal of the 
“Beer Law,” and the brewers fought tooth 
and nail for the repeal, but were defeated. 
Senator Coe fought against the repeal and 
he was credited, more than any one else, 
in the maintenance of the law then on the 
statute books, 

“We had a hard man to fight in that 
senate chairman of the Massachusetts legis- 
lative committee,” said one of the leading 
brewers afterwards in addressing a meeting 
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of his industry in New York state, “but 
there’s one thing I want to say for him, 
and that is, through all the hot contest he 
was a gentleman, a perfect gentleman.” 


Elder Coe was the first probation officer 
to be connected with the third district court, 
receiving his appointment from Mayor Clif- 
ford when that office was a perquisite of 
the chief executive of the city. When the 
law was changed three years later he was 
reappointed by Judge Borden and continued 
in that position up to the year 1897. 

As a minister his force of character made 
him prominent in organizations closely allied, 
with the ministry. He was President of 
the American Christian Convention for 
twelve years and president of the Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island Christian Benevolent 
Society for the same length of time. For 
twenty-eight years he was president of the 
Board of Trustees of the Christian Biblical 
Institute at Stanfordville, Connecticut, and 
during that time he missed only two board 
meetings. It was during his last trip to 
New York for the purpose of being in at- 
tendance at a board meeting that he was 
stricken with a slight shock. He came home 
a very sick man, but he recovered wonder- 
fully and was able again to participate in 
the enjoyments of life. Mr. Coe presided at 
four quadrennial conventions of the Chris- 
tian denomination. For five years he was 
President of the Westport Campmeeting 
Association. 

Elder Coe was chaplain of the house of 
correction for over thirty-three years, and 
served in the same capacity at the alms- 
house for ten years. He was a member of 
the school committee eighteen years and 
was truant officer four years. Mr. Coe was 
also an overseer of the poor for three years. 
In all these stations he did good service. 

No one can doubt that with all these 
activities to engage him Elder Coe was an 
exceedingly busy man, but an excerpt from 
his diary best illustrates how his time was 
spent. This is how one Sunday was passed: 
9 a. m. preached at house of correction; 
10:30, attended Sunday-school; 12, married 
a couple; 12:30, preached at almshouse; 1 
p. m., attended a funeral; 3, preached and 
conducted a communion service; 4, attended 
another funeral; 5:30, went to a temperance 
meeting; 7, immersed two converts; 7:30, 
conducted a prayer-meeting.” 

Mr. Coe was prominent in Free Masonry 
and had held high office in that order and 
with all his other activities he found time 
to lend his aid in many good causes. He 
had been a member of the South Bristol 
Farmers’ club and had often contributed 
toward the success of that organization.

PROGRESS OF CHINA’S STRUGGLE 
AGAINST BRITISH OPIUM 
TREATIES 


Rey. Wilbur F. Crafts, Ph. D., of Wash- 
ington, D. C., Superintendent of the Inter- 
national Reform Bureau, informs us that he 
received on January 19th the followjng 
important and encouraging cablegram from 
the “Atlas News Syndicate,” a press agency 
recently established by the Oriental Secre- 
tary of the Bureau, Rev. E. Ww. Thwing, 
whose office is in Tientsin, but who is spend- 
ing most of his time this winter at Peking 
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expressing to the Chinese government the 
Sympathy of Europe and America with China 
in its struggle for the abrogation of British 


opium treaties with a view to the immediate - 


suppression of the opium evil there, in the 
preparation for universal prohibition at the 
“International Conference for the Suppression 
of the Opium Evil” called by President Taft 
to meet at the Hague on May 30th. 
Parliament and people, both 
Britain and in China, have been pressing 
their respective governments not to agree 
to the proposed seven years’ extension 
of the importation of opium from India into 
China, which it was feared that both govern- 
ments desired on account of their need of

revenue. ; 

The cablegram below quoted intimates that 
in the of China, at least, 
promise to be successful, and of course the 
agreement cannot be made without co-opera- 
tion of the Chinese Government. The cable- 
gram is as follows:

The increased boldness of the Chinese 


government indicated by this cablegram may 
be partly due to cablegrams recently sent 
from Washington by the Chinese Minister 
and by the International Reform Bureau, 
stating that many American and Canadian 
papers and societies have expressed their 
strong Sympathy with China’s struggle for 
emancipation from opium. 

These resolutions usually have included a 
petition also to the coming Hague Conference 
of nations to enact an international law to 
prohibit opium except as medicine and also 
a petition to congress to pass several pending 
bills to suppress the sale of opium and co- 
caine and other habit-forming drugs in this 
country except for proper medicinal uses, 
that our government may go to the Hague 
with clean hands. These petitions have 
been sent in duplicate, and future petitions 


to the same effect should be sent to the 
Chinese. Embassy in London, to President 
Taft, Vice-President James R. Sherman, 


Speaker Joseph Cannon, all of Washington, 
D. C., and to the International Reform 
Bureau in Tientsin, that the three govern- 
ments most concerned in this matter may all 
be influenced to carry this world-wide anti- 
opium war to a speedy and _ successfal 
consummation. 

Any one who is inattentive and inactive 
during such a crusade falls short, not only 
of the measure of a Christian, but also of 
the measure of a man, as given by a pagan 
Roman: “I am a man, and nothing pertain- 
ing to a man is foreign to me.”

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The Personal Life of David Livingstone 
By Blakie 


Few things so interest men as the history of a 
great character, and that we have in Blakie’s 
“Personal Life of David Livingstone,” and for 
that reason we have been greatly interested, 
instructed and inspired by reading this book, 
published by Fleming H. Revell Company, 
158 Fifth Avenue, New York City, N. Y. It 
is a book of 508 pages and sells for $1.50, but 
it is rich in thought and well calculated to 
move both the heart and mind for larger 
and better things. It would indeed be a 
singular person who could read this beautiful 
and stirring account of the life of one of 
the greatest missionaries of the modern 
church, and Livingstone was all of that be- 
yond question, without great profit. 

Livingstone was a Scotchman and was 
reared near Glasgow, and no doubt about it, 
Scotland is proud of her son. 
In Princess Street, Edinburgh, 
are the monuments to a number 
of Scotland’s famous sons, and 
prominent among them stands a 
monument to David Livingstone. 
He visited and spoke in that 
great city, and is held in highest 
honor there, although he sprang 
from humble but honored par- 
entage. It is not necessary for 
some men to inherit fame as a 
condition to prominence in one’s 
own country—some men carry a 
fame-making shop in _ their 
brains, and make the precious 
article for home consumption. 
It was true of David Living- 
stone, for he won his own fame, 
and it gave him access to the 
company of the great men and 
women of his day, and now that 
he is gone, it gives him rank 
among the most illustrious char- 
acters in all civilized lands. 

Two things. very deeply im- 
press one in reading his life 
and in studying his mission in 
the world, viz.: 

1. The combination of hu- 
mility and greatness in his 
make-up. He did not seem 
to even dream of greatness till it was 
forced on him, and even then he was 
reluctant to recognize it in any form. 
His constant air was that of one who 
is trying to push off an unwelcome comer. 
We must admit this all added to the beauty 
of his life. He was reared in hardship and 
poverty, and never knew but little of ease 
and luxury. His pathway to greatness led 
through the lowlands of close economy and 
many privations. 

2. Difficulties, disappointments and hard- 
ships seem to have thronged his pathway to 
the very end of his life, and the farther he 
went the more they crowded him, till many 
a time it did look as if they would destroy 
him and so make short work of ending his 
eareer, but they did not. 

If we mistake not it was Livingstone him- 
self, while under the pressure of these dif- 
ficulties, disappointments and hardships, who 
gave expression to the memorable words: 
“T am immortal till my work is done.” And 
that was the truth of the matter—the real 


explanation of the many hair-breadth es- 
capes which he had from confronting dan- 
ger and ruin. He was every inch a man, a 
consecrated missionary, and an intrepid ex- 
plorer. No matter how great the difficulties, 
how insurmountable the obstacles, nor what 
were his physical needs, he seemed never to 
realize but one thing, and that was, on with 
the work in hand. 

His greatest trials came in the heart of 
Africa, but they never dampened his ardor, 
or changed his purpose. Upon the civiliza- 
tion and evangelization of Africa his heart 
was set, and from that purpose he never 
swerved for a moment. The death of his 
wife seemed only to confirm his purpose to 
labor on to the end. Her lonely grave on an 
African hilltop seemed to bind him to his 
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work. The misfortunes of his wanderings 
in Africa appall one. His indomitable pluck, 
his purpose never to give up till his work 
was done, seemed almost superhuman. Not 
only had he trials, but they were of the 
sorest type. The home churches and the home 
government seemed to desert him and leave 
him groaning with the great burden of Afri- 
ca resting on his heart. Various persons in 
the homeland from time to time “hatched 
up” all sorts of ugly things about him, seek- 
ing to break him down and so destroy his 
usefulness. Effort after effort was made to 
humiliate him, but like Paul of old, he kept 
his eye on the mark set before him, and by 
his life declared, ‘None of these things move 
me’’—he was true to Africa, no matter who 
was against Livingstone. 

Finally the bad climate and the ignorant 
savages of Africa seemed to rise up against 
him. When one was not enough to down 
him the other would help pull him down. 
The poor savages for whose welfare he was 





.of the Dark Continent. 
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laboring knew not what they did when they 
persecuted him. Livingstone was nearing 
the end of his great work for the salvation 
Suffering and priva- 
tion had done the work and he was about 
ready to be offered—the time of his depart- 
ure was at hand. Disease was hurriedly do- 
ing its work. Early in May, 1873, he struck 
his tent near Ilala for the last time—the 
journey was ended. In the lonely tent the 
old hero slept alone, but with faithful at- 
tendants near. He was resting when the 
attendants retired on the night of May 3rd, 
but as there was no call from his tent 
through the night, they took it to mean that 
he was sleeping well. On the morning of 
May 4th, when they called him, there was 
no response, and looking into his tent, they 
were shocked to find him dead, kneeling by 
his bedside as in prayer—he had died most 
likely while engaged in prayer for the salva- 
tion of Africa. What a scene that must 
have been! 

From the cradle to the 
grave he had been a brave 
servant of God all the way 
—he had borne many and 
trying burdens, endeavoring 
to do the work he believed 
God had given him to do, and 
at last victory is gained, his 
work is done and the old 
soldier of the Cross goes 
from labor to reward with 
as little observation as he 
had done his great work in 
the heart of Africa. 

This is necessarily a very 
imperfect sketch, but it may 
serve to call the attention of 
the reader anew to the life 
and work of this great mis- 
sionary hero. Buy the: book 
and read it. See the address 
above. Some believe that 
David Livingstone threw his 
life away in trying to save 
Africa, but a careful reading 
of this book will convince 
any unprejudiced and intel- 
ligent reader that, instead of 
throwing his life away, he 
gave it most fully to his 
Lord, and in doing so he 
gave many other lives to Him also, for he 
won many black diamonds from Africa’s 
teeming millions for the crown of Jesus as 
triumphant King of Life.

The church was organized by Rev. Jesse 
Jacobs. The following ministers have served 
the church in the following supposed order: 
Rev's Jesse Jacobs, Thomas Addington, Mon- 
roe Gunkle, J. R. Cortner, W. L. Lundy, S. 
M. Stone, Davenport, O. S. Green, J. H. 
Cochran, J. R. Cortner, Geo. Johnson, H. 
B. Bosworth, Wesley Gray, T. A. Spitzer, 
Geo. Johnson, N. H. Thornburg, DeK. Judy, 
John Johnson, and C. B. Small, who is 
serving his second year. 

The first church house was dedicated in 
1879, Rev. Jacobs, the pastor, officiating. 
This house burned down in 1890 or 91, and 
a new house was built, and dedicated in 
1892, the pastor, Rev. J. R. Cortner, 
officiating. 

The present structure is the result of re- 
building and is almost entirely new. Rev. 
Cc. B. Small, the present pastor, aided by the 
Building Committee, composed of the follow- 
ing-named persons, B. F, Coons, Uly Smith, 
Charley Jellison, Jacob May, and Wm. Wise, 
and by the co-operation of the members and 
the people in general, succeeded in having 
constructed this beautiful little church with 
its modern conveniences, at a cost of a little 
more than three thousand dollars. This 
practically new house was dedicated Nov. 
20th, 1910., Dr. J. F. Burnett, of Dayton, 
officiating. The society at this time has a 
membership of ninety, is well organized and 
is in a flourishing condition.

THE BEST LITERARY MODEL 
BY T. DARLEY ALLEN 

In a recent magazine article by a news- 
paper editor, J. Frank Davis, on “Breaking 
Into Journalism,” the following testimony is 
given to the importance of the Authorized 
Version of the Bible as a literary model: 

“Read the Bible until you have a glimmer- 
ing of how its writers condensed. Paul’s 
address on Mars Hill takes up little more 
than a ‘stick’ of newspaper type. The entire 
story of the crucifixion is told in two ‘sticks.’ 
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Besides that, no book in the world contains 
such powerful, dramatic English. No book 
in the world is so much quoted. No book 
in the world, I believe, will help the news- 
paper man to learn to write for newspaper 
readers so much as the Bible.” 

This testimony is similar to that of other 
journalists; and the late Charles A. Dana, 
of the New York Sun, declared time and 
again that the Bible is the best of all books 
for the newspaper man to study. The stu- 
dent of that Book should not attempt to 
copy the style of any part of that greatest 
of all the productions in our language, but 
out of his study will come a style of his 
own. Who ever desires to be a writer must 
be a diligent reader. He who absorbs a 
great book’s contents, or as much of it as 
he is capable, by diligent study will find his 
vocabulary much enlarged, and what is more 
important, he will have more ideas. No one 
can write well unless he is well informed, 
and no book will supply him with knowledge 
so well as the Bible will if he is more than 
merely a superficial reader. 

Samuel Smiles, the famous author, said 
he never studied any text-book on rhetoric, 
but by studying great writers learned the 
art of writing good English. And there are 
few among the greatest writers who have 
not acknowledged their indebtedness to the 
Bible for their powers of expression, while 
among preachers and public speakers of all 
kinds the Scriptures, probably more than 
all other books combined, have been instru- 
mental in the formation of style. Among the 
world’s great orators, Edmund Burke and 
Edward Everett declared that it was their 
practice to read from the Bible immediately 
before the delivery of a speech in order to 
enable them to speak in the most effective 
manner of which they were capable.

‘‘The Women Who Publish The Tidings Are a Great Host.’’ 


Out of the literal “host” of women who 
have gone to the “uttermost parts of the 
‘ earth,” there to teach and preach the blessed 
Gospel, it is well-nigh impossible to select 
a few of whom to write. The subjects of 
this and previous sketches, with one excep- 
tion. have been chosen because of their 
mention in this year’s study book, “Western 
Women in Eastern Lands,” with the hope 
that they may prove helpful to those study- 
ing the book. : 


Dr. Fanny Butler 

Dr. Butler bears the distinction of being 
the first medical woman to be sent to Iydia 
from England. Dr. Elmslie, a missionary 
in the Valley of Kashmir, sent an appeal to 
England / for medical missionaries. Miss 
Butler was staying with a sister at the 
time: after reading the appeal the sister 
handed the paper to Miss Fanny with the 
words. “That is the werk for you.” “I 
could not do it.” was the reply. “I do not 
eare for the medical woman’s movement.” 
She left the room but soon came back and 
with a voice choked with emotion § said, 
“This may be the work meant for me.” 
After securing the opinion of several friends 
and the approval of her parents, she started 
at once upon a thorough preparation. She 
was a student of the first order, winning 
from a Dublin professor. where she went 
for her final examination, the high praise. 
“Yours is the best paper IT have ever had 
from any candidate.” 

For seven years she worked in India, 
where she had charge of two dispensaries. 
treating thousands of patients annually. In 
1888 she began work in Kashmir, where she 
opened a dispensary in a little rented house. 
The work grew so rapidly that soon another 
house had to be taken for a hospital, Five thou- 
sand patients were treated the first year. The 
missionary was not allowed to live in the 
city. so she had to go four miles to her work 
each morning. Isabella Bird Bishop visited 
her station and was so impressed that she 
gave money to build a hospital for women. 

The strain under which she labored con- 
tinually was more than she could bear and 
she was forced to take a rest, but it did 
not prove a rest. she wrote to a friend. 
“When we encamped crowds of wretched 
women and children pressed around me, 
begging for medicine. and I do not think 
amy one could imagine the dirt and disease 
which we found everywhere.” Mrs. Bishop. 
who visited her a short time before her 
death. gives us this vivid picture: “It was 
a terrible sight to see the way in which 
the women pressed upon Dr. Butler at the 
dispensary door. which was kept by two 
men on the outside and another inside. The 
crush was so great sometimes as_ to 
overpower the men and precipitate the 
women bodily into the consulting room.” 

Without a doubt, the unsanitary condi- 
tions, heat, evil odors and untiring work 


caused the death of this loved physician. 
She was never too tired to heed the cry 
of those in distress, and like her Master, 
sometimes had hardly a chance to eat. 
Her last words expressed the desire that 
her post should be speediiy filled. The 
little boat which had offen carried her to 
her work carried her to her last resting- 
place beneath the shade of a large chenar 
tree in the little cemetery. She was borne 
from the boat to her grave in the arms of 
her native servants, who would allow no 
other to bear their friend. She truly sacri- 
ficed her life ‘that the souls and bodies of 
her sisters in darkness might be healed. 


Mrs. H. C. Mullens 

Born in Calcutta, the daughter of mission- 
aries, brought up amid surroundings that 
were all of a missionary character, Hannah 
Lacroix could hardly help being a mission- 
ary. Her education was necessarily limited. 
but it was very practical and proved to be 
a splendid preparation for her work. When 
she was twelve years old her mother started 
a school in their own garden and little Han- 
nah, being able to speak Bengal very fluently. 
was given a class of little girls. thus early 
beginning her life work. 

At the age of nineteen she married Dr. 
Mullens, of the London Missionary Society. 
Iler knowledge of the language was so ex- 
tensive and correct that the father said she 
was much superior to him in knowledge of 
words and idioms used in ordinary conversa- 
tion. She found time for a great deal of 
literary work. One of her works was printed 
in twelve dialects of India. 

Mrs. Mullens is best known as the organ- 
izer and promoter, if not inaugurator, of 
zenana mission work. The story of how 
she “opened the zenanas at the point of an 
embroidery needle,” is known to most mis- 
sionary workers. A native gentleman, seeing 
a beautiful pair of embroidered slippers 
which she had made, expressed the wish that 
his wife could do such work. Quickly catch- 
ing the suggestion, Mrs. Mullens told him 
she would be glad to teach his wife. So her 
slippers helped her to carry the Gospel of 
Christ to the prisoners of the harem. 

Little by little she gained the confidence 
of those poor, despised women. Some of them 
seemed content with their lot and were will- 
ing to spend their days in dressing their 
hair, counting their jewels and playing with 
their dolls. But others pined for better 
things, so gradually their prejudices were 
overcome and by loving tact and patience 
Mrs. Mullens was able to point many a 
Hindu woman to the Savior of the world. 
At one time she had under her care zenanas’ 
and girls’ schools containing eighty native 
women and seventy girls. 

In 1858 she visited England and was the 
means of creating a great interest and giving 
real stimulus to zenana work, which was 
just beginning to command attention. She 


had great power in telling her story. ‘“Mis- 
sions are a passion with me,” she said, “and 
I bless God that I have learned to labor 
on so contentedly without much visible suc- 
cess.”’ 

This life, which seemingly was just begin- 
ning its work, was early stopped in its career. 
At the age of thirty-five she was suddenly 
called from the toil of earth to the rest of 
heaven. 


“Her work still lives: it blossoms from the 
dust, 
And a glad future holds the fruit in trust.” 


Lydia Mary Fay 

Possibly the name of no one missionary 
is more lovingly remembered in China than 
that of Lydia Mary Fay. She was one of 
those brave women who laid broad and deep 
foundations for missionary .work in China. 
She had the honor of being the first single 
woman sent from America to China by a 
missionary society—going out in 1850. 

She established a boarding school for boys 
in Shanghai, realizing that through this 
agency leaders for the future work would 
be raised up. Besides teaching school she 
carried the housekeeping duties, provided the 
clothing, had charge of the finances and spent 
much time in language study and translation. 
She also had oversight of several boys’ day 
schools, conducted a class of student teachers 
and cared for several girls’ schools. 
this was enough for one woman. 

After twenty-five years of service she had 
the pleasure of seeing her boys’ boarding 
school, which she had started in such a 
humble way. transformed into Doane Hall 
and Theological School, with president, pro- 
fessors, and ten Chinese teachers. She also 
had the joy of seeing some of her students 
enter the Christian’ ministry. This’ twenty- 
fifth anniversary was celebrated in her own 
house and was largely sttended. <A _ trans- 
lation of an address was read congratulating 
“Lady Fay” on the memorable occasion. 

The address was drawn up and signed by 
Chinese who had known her for more than 
twenty years, in it she was compared to the 
illustrious literary women of China; the 
various translations made by her were 
referred to, and a tribute paid to her high 
knowledge of classics, her reputation as a 
Chinese scholar being the highest of’ any 
woman in China. 


Surely 


A poet of high position wrote her praises 
in verse, ascribing to her all the charms that 
belong to woman and ll the intellectual 
qualities attributed to man. It is said that 
no other foreigner in modern times has been 
thus honored in China. 


Miss Fay was a valuable assistant to Dr. 
Williams in the revision of the manuscript 
of his Syllabic Dictionary. She was engaged 
in this work nineteen months and with 
Chinese help revised sixty thousand phrases. 

Her excessive labors told on her, however, 
and in 1878, after twenty-eight years of 
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service, she passed to her eternal home. It 
was a great trial to her to lay aside her 
work and during her illness she wrote to a 
friend, “I must keep in mind that they also 
serve who only stand and wait.” Her fun- 
eral was largely attended, and the flag of 
the United States Consulate was put at half- 
mast in token of respect to this noble woman. 
She rests in a beautiful spot in Che-foo 
overlooking the sea, but she still lives in the 
lives of those ‘whom she brought to the 
Savior.

PRAYER

What is prayer? It is a solemn address

Each President of.the institution has hoped 
that the time would soon come when Do- 
mestic Science, Agriculture and certain me- 
chanical arts would be given place in the 
regular course of instruction. Until this 
shall be done Franklinton cannot give to 
her students the training they need most to 
receive. The basal elements in the proper 
education of the negroes is such moral and 
industrial training as would make them as 
a race reliable and prosperous citizens. Mor- 
al and industrial training are essential to 
all good citizenship. ‘There is no people that 
could maintain a civilization if the masses 
were greatly deficient in moral character and 
intelligent industry.

THOMAS RICE GASKINS---A Servant of Christ 





NoTEe.—The tribute to Deacon Gaskins, given be- 
low by his pastor, awakens many memories of the 
long ago. We knew Thomas R. Gaskins for more 
than thirty years, and the memory we have of him 
is one we do not wish to lose. If we remember 
correctly he was converted and came into the 
church under the labors of the late Rev. William 
B. Wellons, D. D., who was then pastor of Berea 
Christian church, located in what is locally known 
as the Lower Parish of Nansemond County. From 
his entrance into the membership of the church, 
he became a useful man. For many years he was 
a deacon in the church, and some twenty years 
ago, on the death of Deacon Elisha Everett, who 
had been superintendent of the Sunday-school for 
a number of years, Deacon Gaskins succeeded to 
that office, which he filled, and well filled, to thé 
day of his death. 


Deacon Gaskins’ standing in the church was 
fine, as indeed, if could not be otherwise while his 
standing in the community was so good. We 
knew him and studied him for many years. As 
we knew him the most prominent characteristics 
of his life were sincerity and an abiding loyalty to 
the right, as he saw it. There was in his makeup 
the simplicity of a plain Christian man—you 
could make nothing else of him. We believe he 
knew nothing of ‘a put-on life.’ If he did, he 
was remarkably skillful in concealing “it from 
his brethren. By the grace of God he was what 
he was—and in this his life leaves behind it an 
invaluable lesson for as many as remain. He was

slow to rebuke others by the lips, but his life was 
a continual witness for right living, not that he 
may not have made mistakes, but in that his eye 
was on the lookout for the right, ever looking 
unto Jesus, the Beginner and Finisher of his life 
and faith. 

Reverence was the characteristic attitude of his 
life. We cannot recall a single irreverent word 
we ever heard fall from his lips through all the 
thirty years of our association together. We never 
knew him to, defile his lips by telling a smutty 
joke. He had no taste for such things, and now 
that he is gone from us, we believe that his life 
speaks strongly against such things in the life of 
any Christian. We said he had no taste for such 
things. Is that not true of any sincere Christian 
—any soul who has been truly born of the Spirit 
has had that taste for evil destroyed. The life 
of Deacon Gaskins then will continue to speak to 
his neighbors, friends and brethren in the church 
of his sincerity, loyalty to the right, reverence and 
purity of conversation. To have lived among 
men so as to leave such an influence behind when 
one is called home, is a great honor and a great 
blessing. We would not speak of him in any ful- 
some way. There is no need to do so, besides the 
plain simplicity of his life would condemn it, and 
were he able to speak in person, he would be the 
first to condemn any such language as applied to 
him. Indeed, he had requested that the funeral 
service should be plain and simple—that is char- 
acteristic of his life. 





CAPT. THOMAS RICE GASKINS 

Capt. Thomas Rice Gaskins, son of John 
R. and Lovey Bruce Gaskins, was born in 
Nansemond County, Virginia, October 9, 
1835, and died December 23, 1910, at the age 
of 72 years, 2 months and 14 days. He was 
twice married. His first wife was Miss Pen- 
elope Frances Oliver, who died May 7, 1872. 
On November 6, 1873, he was married to 
Mrs. Margaret S. Wyatt, who survives him. 
By his first marriage there are three living 
children: Charles T, Gaskins of Philadelphia, 
Pa.; Mrs. W. S. Long of Chapel Hill, N. C., 
and Walter Bruce Gaskins of Driver, Va. 
There are six living grandchildren. He also 
left one brother, J. R. Gaskins of Driver, 
Va., and two sisters, Mrs. Martha J. Ames 
and Mrs. E, V. Lee of Bennett’s Creek, Va. 

Captain Gaskins was an active member of 
Berea, Nansemond, church for more than 
forty-five years, during which time he served 
the church as deacon for many years, and 
as superintendent of the Sunday-school for 
more than twenty years. He served his 
church with much pleasure to himself and 
profit to the community. He was a man of 
quiet, unassuming disposition, and sought 
to avoid publicity. It was a real cross for 
him to take a public part in church work, 
but he never shirked from the call to duty 
and service for the Master. He always pre- 
ferred to take his place as a follower, and 
‘have some one else as leader. 


Deacon Gaskins was a man who was deep- 
ly religious. He settled every question from 
the standpoint of its religious relation to 
himself, to his fellow-man, and to God. His 
‘was truly a religious life. There was no 
place in his mind or heart for doubt. He 
had no respect for anything that questioned 
the Bible as the rule of faith and practice. 
He believed in Jesus as the Son of God and 
as his own personal Savior. 


He was greatly interested in the spiritual 
training of the young people. He rendered 


- for only two days. 


much efficient service in trying to win the 
young people for Christ and the church. It 
was his delight to encourage the work of 
the young people. The young people en- 
joyed his fellowship and placed a high value 
upon his interest in them. 

Brother Gaskins was, for many years, 
Treasurer of the Christian Missionary Asso- 
ciation. He was one of the charter members 
of that organization, and did much towards 
securing the interest and support of his lo- 
eal church in that body. He always made 
an effort to attend the annual sessions of the 
Association, Sunday-school Convention, and 
Conference; and usually attended the ses- 
sions of the Southern Christian Convention. 
He was deeply interested in Elon College, 
and had given liberally of his means for the 
support of that institution. The Orphanage 
was also dear to his heart. He was always 
ready to give his support by word, or work, 
or money according to his ability, in all 
lines of church work. 

His last sickness was brief. He was sick 
A few moments before 
he died, he sat up in bed and attended to 
some business matters. No one thought the 
end was so near. He lay down and fell 
asleep in Jesus about 10 o’clock, Friday, 
December 23, 1910. A good man has gone 
from our midst. The Christian Church has 
lost a faithful member; the community, in 
which he lived, a valuable citizen. He has 
gone home to reap his reward. He spent 
his Christmas around the great white throne 
of his Master. Peace to his ashes.

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“I don’t see the use of all this fuss about 
foreign missions,” said old man Goodwell, 
on his way home from church, where he had 
listened to a stirring lecture on missions by 
a lady missionary from India, in which she 
set forth the great need of financial aid to 
build a house of worship in the field in which 


she was laboring. “Well, it seems to me,” 
said Guy Brady, “if the Lord had wanted 
the heathen to be civilized, He’d a done it 
leng ago, and as for me a givin’ anything 
to help them, it’s no use for them to ask 
me. If I give five dollars on the preacher’s 
salary, and a dollar for other expenses, that 
is all I can afford.”

The Carterville church was not noted for 
its activity, except for the criticism of any 
effort to increase its influence.

You 
know she said they needed one so badly, 
then too, papa said it would help us here 
at home if we would give to the heathen. 
This course of reasoning she could not fully 
understand, but she believed it because her 
papa said it. 

The sermon that day was centered upon 
the eternal truth—“If a man shall seek to 
save his life he shall lose it, but he that 
loseth his life for my sake, shall save it.” 
The minister pleaded earnestly with those 
who had been withholding their money from 
the Kingdom that they return it to the Lord, 
which was rightfully His. Of course, such 
truth could not pass with out much criti- 
cism. “I expect to look out for number one 
first,” said Guy Brady very confidently, “and 
as fur me owen’ the Lord anything, I don’t 
know that I do. I have worked ‘hard fur 
my money and I expect to get the good out 
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of it.’ Others expressed similar views. 
Thus far the faithful minister and his wife 
had met only with discouragements. It was 
a late hour that night before they retired. 
Long since little Nellie had gone to slumber- 
land. In her evening prayer she had asked 
the Lord that He might use her influence 
and pennies to help bring the heathen in 
India to a knowledge of the Savior by help- 
ing to support Miss Cecil in her labor of 
love.

Tears of gratitude 
filled her mother’s eyes as she thought of 
how Nellie’s heart and hands were willing 
to sacrifice. 

Plans were made for a meeting to be 
held at the parsonage the following Wednes- 
day evening. The real purpose of the 
meeting was not made known when the 
invitation was given. It was understood, 
however, that a real social time was in store 
for them, so they anxiously awaited the 
time. Mrs. Shepherd, the minister’s wife, 
had everything in readiness for the occasion. 
The evening came; and with it came a host 
of young people to the parsonage. With song 
and laughter began the evening’s enjoyment, 
and for several hours there seemed to be 
a “confusion of tongues.” “Friends,” said 
the minister, when the time for parting came, 
“we are very glad you are all here to-night, 
and now I have a matter to present and I 
hope you will all stand by me. Since Miss 
Cecil spoke here a few nights ago, the Lord 
has placed the duty upon me to raise fifty 
dollars to help build a church in India. 
Thus far I have not been able to interest 
the people in giving to this cause. Now I 
would be glad if you would use your influ- 
ence in whatever way you deem best in 
helping to raise this amount.” He had at 
once their united assurance that they would. 
An idea at once came to Miss Brady’s mind, 
who was the social leader in the community 
and always willing to do her part in forward- 
ing any good work. She announced that 
if all were willing, they would meet at the 
church on Friday evening to formulate plans 
for “A Missionary Campaign.” The minister 
looked more cheerful, for he felt that with 
such support back of him, failure was quite 
impossible. 


The announcement of the meeting was well 
circulated, and at the appointed time the 
church was _ filled. Such an air of 
earnestness and enthusiasm had never been 
witnessed in the Carterville church. In the 
rear of the building sat Guy Brady and Mr. 
Goodwell, whose purposes were only to make 
the meeting an object of criticism. 

The meeting opened by singing, “The 
King’s Business,’ and, though often sung 
hefore, never with such enthusiasm. Rev. 
Shepherd made a few remarks relative to 
the purpose of the meeting. Many plans 


were formulated, among which was the 
making of a name quilt. The sum of ten 
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cents to be paid for each name placed upon 
the quilt. This plan met with hearty ap- 
proval. It was also suggested that the name 
of little Nellie Shepherd be placed in the 
center in large letters, and that the quilt 
be given to her as a token of her love and 
sacrifice. Those who were appointed for 
this purpose found it very easy. In a short 
time two hundred names were secured which 
represented the amount of money asked for. 
With other plans working successfully, it 
was decided to increase the amount to two 
hundred dollars, and on the front wall of 
the church was placed this motto: “two 
HUNDRED DOLLARS FOR MISSIONS.” This was 
the object of much comment on the following 
Sunday. Such a thing had never been under- 
taken in the Carterville church. Indeed, ten 
dollars was considered a large offering and 
many times falling as low as two and three 
dollars. That motto created as much ex- 
citement in Carterville as the usual circus. 

Enthusiasm was aroused to such a pitch 
that even the most conservative caught the 
fever. Guy Brady said that it might be 
done, but not by those youngsters. ‘Well, 
it looks like a mighty big undertaking,” com- 
mented Mr. Goodwell. In the meantime the 
interest was increased until a stranger could 
feel the missionary spirit as he moved among 
the inhabitants. “If they raise that two 
hundred dollars it will be a hard matter to 
pay the minister this year,” said Mrs. Jackson. 
“And I for one am in favor of keeping the 
money at home where it is most needed.” 
“I don’t believe we ought to rob our home 
church in order to help another.” said Mrs. 
Grant. But the few conservatives were 
slowly being silenced, some in fact were 
converted to the cause. 


Encouraging reports were coming in from 
all.directions. Those in whose hands was 
placed the work of raising the money. 
announced a meeting for the following week. 
One month had now passed since the first 
meeting. At the appointed hour the band 
of workers met at the home of Miss Brady. 
With great enthusiasm the reports of the 
work were read and the excitement was even 
more increased when the Secretary announ- 
ced that the sum of $394 had been raised. 
It was voted that this amount be divided 
equally between the home and foreign 
fields. It was arranged that on the following 
Sunday a brief report of the “Missionary 
Campaign” be given. 


The day was beautiful, and the little 
church at Carterville was packed until 
standing room was at a premium. With 
difficulty the audience was prevented from 
cheering as the report was being read. 
Deacon Edwards announced that there would 
be a call meeting at the close of the service, 
at which it was understood that the pastor 
was not to be present. The pastor seemed 
to be beyond himself that day. From the 
beginning he had the sympathy of the entire 
audience. A lighted expression, accompanied 
by a cheerful bearing and a heart full of 
gratitude were much in evidence. He spoke 
at length of the recent “Campaign,” saying 
that he believed that the old Carterville 
church had put on a new cloak of righteous- 
ness, that the influence of the church and 
village toward missions had increased many 
hundred per cent. Tears of gratitude burst 
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forth as he referred to little Nellie, who in 
her childlike way, gave her few pennies to 
such a noble cause. 

Hardhearted men whose sympathy had 
never before been touched, except at funerals, 
were moved as they listened to the story of 
little Nellie’s sacrifice. Bollowing the sermon 
a sweet spirit of fellowship permeated the 
hearts of the people. The pastor passed 
quietly out and the meeting was left in 
charge of Deacon Edwards. “Brethren,” he 
began, “we are all aware of the changes 
that have taken place within the past month. 
Great good has been done in the way of 
arousing an intense missionary spirit, and 
in raising the sum of $394 for mission work, 
and now I think it would be well to give 
our attention to some needs here at home. 
Our pastor has labored earnestly and faith- 
fully among us for almost six years for 
the small sum of $500 a year, he is now in 
need of fuel and provisions for the winter. 
His library has not been kept up and little 
Nellie’s education has been neglected. Now, 
brethren, what: are we going to do?” Silence 
reigned for a moment during which various 
thoughts found way into the minds of the 
people. No one believed the pastor had re- 
ceived sufficient pay. “It occurs to me,” 
said Mr. Goodwell, “that we ought to double 
that amount. As a start, I will increase my 
subscription to fifty dollars, I have been 
paying only five dollars. An air of astonish- 


“ment swept over the audience as others fell 


into line. Many doubled their subscriptions 
several times, so it was evident that little 
difficulty would be enconntered in raising 
the additional $500. When the vote was 
taken to that effect there was a unanimous 
consent. The young people were there to 
do their part, as well as many of those 
who had discouraged the idea of the recent 
“campaign.” 

A surprise and donation party was arrang- 
ed for the following Tuesday evening. On 
that evening many could be seen making 
their way toward the parsonage. Baskets 
filled with fruits, vegetables, etc., were in 
abundance. The drayman was ordered to 
bring three tons of coal the next day. The 
most pleasant surprise came when Deacon 
Edwards notified the pastor of the increase 
in his salary. He appeared as if just 
awakened from a dream in which he had 
dreamed of the things that were actually 
taking place. After the company had gone 
it was several hours before the faithful 
pastor and his wife retired. They talked 
of new books for the library, and better 
school advantages for Nellie. The dreams 
of the past were actually coming true. 

The history of. the Carterville church from 
the time of that great awakening is one of 
intense interest, especially to those who were 
familar with its former history. To-day it 
is one of the best contributors to missions, 
as well as to the local work, considering its 


: size known in any denomination. Its spiritu- 


ality is unexcelled for the people gather to 
worship God in spirit and in truth.

Sir Francis Galton, a noted explorer 
and writer, died at London on the 19th of Jan. 
He explored Damara Land and South Ovam- 
poland in 1850-52 and was for many years 
on the council of the Royal Geographical 
Society. He was knighted in 1909. 


R. A. Long, a wealthy lumber deal- 
er, offered to donate $400,000 toward a Chris- 
tian church hospital in Kansas City if the 
Christian churches of the city would con- 
tribute a like amount. $100,000 of the 
churches’ share has already been pledged. 


Prof. Wagner von Jauregg, of the 
University of Vienna, claims to have cured 
twenty-three per cent. of cases of progressive 
paralysis out of 1,500 patients by injections 
of Koch’s tuberculin. He has been experi- 
menting on this for three years. The disease 
has been considered incurable. 


—Secretary of War Dickinson has 
written a letter to Senator Hale, chairman 
of the senate appropriations committee, call- 
ing attention to the fact that the appropria- 
tion of $300,000 made in the last session 
of congress, for the work of uncovering and 
raising the battleship Maine, will be ex- 
hausted in six weeks, and requests that 
congress provide additional funds for con- 
tinuing the work. 








——An explosion of a _ boiler on the 
Delaware on the 17th of Jan. killed nine men 
in the fire-room. The ship was on her way 
to Hampton Roads. Orders had been issued 
for the vessel to convey to Chile the remains 
of Senor Cruz, the late ambassador from 
that country, who died some months ago. 
The Delaware was the third United States 
“Dreadnaught” to be detailed for the Cruz 
funeral voyage, and all three met with a 
mishup within a week. 


——The bubonic plague is 
Asiatic Russia and China.

Last week there 


were 1,500 deaths in one town. The Chinese 
government is sending a note to Chinese 
ministers abroad instructing them to issue 
invitations to the governments to which they 
are assigned to send experts to the stricken 
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districts to study the disease and find a 
means for its extermination. The govern- 
ment offers to bear the expense of the 
crusade. 


——David Graham Phillips, the author, was 
shot in New York on the 23rd of Jan. while on 
his way to his club by Fitzhugh Coyle Golds- 
borough, a young Socialist, and died two 
days later as a result of hemorrhage.. He 
was a famous novelist, was born at Madison, 
Indiana, and graduated first from DePau 
University and later from Princeton in the 
class of ’87. His first literary work was 
done as a reporter for the New York Sun, 
which he left to become editorial writer for 
the New York World, which place he left 
after publishing. his first novel. 





Ezra Meeker, the pioneer frontiersman 
who is trying to have the government re-. 
claim the old Oregon trail, one of the most 
historic paths for wagons from the East to 
the West in the United States, is traveling in 
his ox-drawn prairie schooner on his way 
to Washington, to renew his effort to have 
the government make financial provision for 
the restoration of the trail. Through the 
efforts of this pioneer the government has 
already appropriated a large sum of money 
to be expended in building a road over a 
large section of the trail. 


—Colored folks of Virginia, Delaware 
and Maryland are being requested to enter 
into active co-operation with those of the 
District of Columbia in extensive prepara- 
tions for a jubilee and celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of their emancipation 
from slavery in the United States, to take 
place at Washington in 1913. Congressman 
Rodenberg, of Illinois has offered a resolu- 
tion in Congress authorizing the appointment 
of a commission for the celebration. Suit- 
able memorials are to be erected to the 
friends of freedom, and especially to Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Ulysses S. Grant, John Brown, 
Thaddeus Stevens, Charles Sumner, Owen 
Lovejoy, William Lloyd Garrison, Garret 
Smith, Frederick Douglass and John Mercer 
Langston. 


——An effort is being made to restore the 
historic building at Wakefield, Virginia, 
where George Washington was born and 
where he spent the early part of his life. 
Dr. William Tindall, who is one of the ad- 
vocates of the restoration says: “At present 
the birthplace of George Washington at 
Wakefield, on Pope’s Creek, a few miles 
southwest of the Colonial Beach, is marked 
by a shaft erected by the United States 
government in a solitary and neglected 
locality. It seems almost unbelievable that 
the patriotic sentiment of the state of Vir- 
ginia and the United States generally was 
not alive to the importance of preserving 
from destruction the house in which Wash- 
ington was born, or that an attempt to evoke 
a ‘sentiment for its restoration has not been 
made earlier than this. * * * So utterly 
has this venerable precinct in our national 
history been neglected, that the building has 
been completely destroyed, and even the last 
brick of the chimney carried away, and 
much of the material used in some feature 
of construction, often in miserable huts. 
Fortunately a drawing of the building is in 
existence, so that it will be merely necessary 
to provide means to reproduce the plans 
and rebuild it.”

A WORD WITH YOU 

With you who are a preacher; with you 
who have charge of churches; with you who 
teach the people to obey God, to live honestly. 
to walk uprightly, to deal justly, and live 
soberly in the sight of all men. 

Now to you is this word addressed. I 
know something of your burdens, your cares, 
your responsibilities, your trials, and your 
disappointments, for I, too, bave been a 
pastor, and to you more than to any other 
one is the full measure of my sympathy 
given, and the fullest confidence imposed; 
but to you I must speak this word, and I 
must speak it plainly, too, but I shall speak 
in the spirit of kindness and love, and feel 
assured that it will be received by you in 
that same spirit. 

Now what I have to say, as perhaps you 
have concluded, is about the American 
Christian Convention, and the collection it 
asks all the churches to take. 

The Convention asks that all the churches 
take the collection.

I must soon—very soon—send out 
the REMINDERS to these 843 churches 
which have not responded to the call for 
an offering and then I must write to the 
pastors of the remaining ones, and tell them 
that the churches of their charge have failed 
to take the offering, all of which costs time 
and money, and is trying to the spirit. A 
REMINDER costs in actual money about three 
cents, so that you see that the REMINDERS 
which must go to these 843 churches will

HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS FOR THE

What Joseph Teaches Us 


Human experience is a valuable teacher. 
The same elements of character are found 
in the men of all ages. The life of Joseph is 
suggestive to us, because we have a large 
number of the same problems to solve that 
he had. If we can understand the secret 
foundations of his life, we will the more 
easily comprehend the real significance of 
his career. 

Joseph was perfected by suffering. The 
capacity for large things was developed in 
the furnace of hard knocks. He never could 
have reached the heights, had it not been 
for his misfortunes in the valley. The ca- 
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pacity to fill a great place in life is made 
possible by the sufferings and misfortunes 
of the common place. 

Joseph triumphed by the very steps that 
were taken to defeat him. Had he.never 
been the boy of the desert, the captive lad 
in the hands of the merchantmen, the youth of 


‘the dungeon, he never would have become 


the adviser of royalty. “There is a divinity 
that shapes our ends.” 


Misfortune and disaster have a _ brighter 
interpretation than we had thought, if we 
can only await God’s time completing the 
logic of events. From a human point of 
view, Joseph’s hopes are blasted, his pros- 
pects are blotted out, his day-star has been 
dimmed by the darkest night, stolen from 
home, is counted as dead, sold as a slave 
and now is plunged into a criminal’s dun- 
geon. But he nevef was so near real glory 
as when he touched that prison cell. He uts 
out his hand to help his fellows and touches 
a gold-mine—The Premiership of Egypt. 

Joseph illustrates beautifully the thought 
that he that is faithful in little things de- 
velops the capacity to take care of larger 
interests, when entrusted with them. When 
but a lad his father entrusted him with an 
important task. He did it faithfully and 
glorified the common glamour of toil by his 
fidelity to the trust reposed in him. 


His salvation and emancipation came when 
he put forth his hand in service of his fel- 
lows. Relieving the pain of others brought 
relief to Joseph. It opened the storehouses 
of Egypt and the Palace of the King, and 
Joseph no longer needs a father’s care. The 
brothers have given up their jealousy, for 
the Prime Minister of Egypt is beyond their 
jealousy and he has given up his selfishness 
and his dreams of superiority, and now finds 
a kingdom in the exercising of humanitarian 
instincts. 

We have not a record of a word of com- 
plaint. Whether in the pit, on the way to 
Egypt, in the prison cell or in Pharaoh’s 
Court, he was always hopeful and optimis- 
tic. He was always cheerful and never lost 
his courage. Our enemies injure us most 
when we allow them to make us hate them, 
and nourish toward ‘them a feeling of re- 
venge. 

Joseph successfully resisted his Tempter, 
because of the strength of his resolutions to 
obey God, his complete dedication to a life 
of purity and the fact that his would-be se- 
ducer found no response to her lust in him. 
Men are tempted and go down because they 
want to do the wrong.

“TEAM WORK” OF CHRISTIAN EN- 
DEAVOR

The characteristic feature of athletics, as 
young people all recognize, is team work. 
In the game and standing of the team, while 
“star” players are prized, nothing else counts 
quite so much as this spirit of team work, 
each member subordinating himself to the 
club, and yet all asserting themselves in the 
most earnest work for team success. For 
the one to fail, means the team to fail, and 
for one to withhold himself, means to de- 
feat and dishonor his own side. 

The essential thing in Christian Endeavor 
is this team spirit. This is the significance 
of the society. Christian Endeavor is hard- 
ly thought of apart from a society, an or- 
ganization, co-operation with others. The 
success of Christian Endeavor is conditioned 
upon “together” work. 

This team work is the basic feature of 
the committee idea, which is a vital element 
of Christian Endeavor. Good committee 
work is not the work of the chairman, nor 
of a particularly active member, it is the 
committee as a whole getting together, plan- 
ning and working with a combined enthus- 
iasm.

Christian Endeavor success depends upon 
the co-operation, the united activity of all, 
the officers, the committees, and every in- 
dividual member. This co-operation is the 
essential principle of the entire movement. 

But team work grows out of a team spirit, 
a fine life, loyalty to the organization, an 
enthusiastic devotion, a determined-to-win 
spirit, that fuses the whole membership into 
a red-hot unit of purpose that refuses to 
lose. It is the spirit that leads the girls as 
well as the boys to go to the game, carrying 
the class pennants, sheuting the class yell, 
and that “roots” for the players. 

In Christian Endeavor this means all the 
members, whether holding office or nots push- 
ing for the society, proud of their President, 
standing by the committees, and enthusiastic 
for all the work. 

It is that esprit de corps that does things 
everywhere; it is the thing we know as 
patriotism, that which thrills the college man 
as he thinks of his alma mater, that which 
binds a man to his family, and is exemplified 
in the mammoth consolidations and magnifi- 
cent achievements, characteristic of our mod- 
ern industrial life. 


This team work of Christian Endeavor is 


further illustrated in the relation of the so- 
ciety to the church. “My own church in 
every way,” suggests the corner-stone in 
Christian Endeavor. Without this, Christian 
Endeavor falls to the ground, and what does 
this mean but a spirit, a loyalty, an activ-

the many? To be aloof from the church, to 
be without interest, or to have only a little 
interest in its work and meetings, is not 
Christian Endeavor. 

This same feature is illustrated in the co- 
operation of county or city union, in the 
state and international organizations. Chris- 
tian Endeavor stands for fellowship; it is 
a tie that binds in a splendid local and uni- 
versal fraternity.

ELIJAH’S VICTORY OVER THE PROPH- 
ETS OF BAAL 


Lesson Text 1 Kings 18: 25-30

Historical Setting 

Time. Between three and three and a half 
years after Elijah first warned Ahab. Be- 
tween B. C. 878-857. 

Place. On Mount Carmel near its summit. 
This was a prominent head-land of lower or 
central Palestine, bounding southerly the Bay 
of Acre. Mount Carmel consists rather of 
several connected hills than of one ridge, 
being at the west end about 600, and at the 
east 1.600 feet above the sea. The circum- 
stances of our lesson in which Elijah the 
Prophet brought back Israel to allegiance 
to Jehovah and then slew the prophets of 
the foreign and false god made that name 
most familar. 

Rulers. Ahab and Jezebel in Israel. 
Jehoshaphat, king of Judah, engaged in his 
reforms. Professor Kent says, “Meander of 
Ephesus also refers to a drought during the 
seign of Ethobalos, father of Jezebel, king 
of Tyre, which lasted one year and was 
finally averted, according to Phoenician tra- 
dition, by the intercession of the king.” 


Lesson Comment 


The famine which had lasted more than 
three years had made the people realize 
their dependence on a higher power than 
Baal. It led them to inquire for the cause 
of such affliction. God frequently uses such 
means when reason and the light of revela- 
tion fail to awaken the consciousness of sin, 
and bring people to correction. The famine 
tended to bring the people to repentance for 
idolatry and belief in the power of God to 
control the forces of nature and spiritual 
life, and to fulfil His promises to Israel. 

25. Prophets of Baal. Idolatrous priests 
who conducted his worship and frequently 
uttered wild, frantic cries which they pre- 
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tended were inspired by the idol, For this 
reason they were called prophets, since 
prophets are those who speak under special 
divine inspiration. Ye are many. Four 
hundred and fifty false prophets were there, 
hence they could get ready first and Blijah 
gave them the longest time for preparation 
and prayer. But put no fire under. Baal 
was the sun-god and if any one could give 
fire he could, especially since it was midday 
when the sun was at its most intense heat. 
The test was to be by fire descending from 
heaven—a test that only God could satisfy, 
which would prove whether Baal was God. 

26. They leaped upon the altar. They 
leaped about the altar as though they could 
move their god with evidences of distress 
for the object of their prayers. 

27. Elijah mocked them. To urge them 
to even greater efforts that they might see 
how absurd is was to call upon idols for 
help. He urged them to greater frenzy until 
every effort was put forth and all power 
exhausted to secure answer from their god. 
He suggested that their God might be talk- 
ing, musing or pursuing, gone aside or on a 
journey, or sleeping. 


29. They prophesied. They had shouted 
and cried until they had worked themselves 
up to wild, frantic ecstasies which were 
called prophecies, because they lost control 
of themselves and were supposed to be under 
the control of supernatural power. The time 
* * * of evening sacrifice. Before dusk 
when oblations were offered. 

30. Come near unto me. He wanted them 
to come near that they might hear and see 
all that was done and understand that there 
was no trickery or deception. Repaired the 
altar. This had been a place of worship 
before. He would lead them back to the 
old landmarks in religion. Idolatry had 
broken down the true worship, reformation 
would restore the religion once delivered unto 
the saints. 

31. Took twelve stones. One for each 
tribe of original Israel to be builded into a 
single altar to stress the importance. of 
unity of divine worship. Even though 
there had been a division in the outward 
organization there should be unity of spirit, 
oneness of purpose in worshiping the same 
God that all the tribes had _ hitherto 
worshiped. Whenever any division of God’s 
people arrogates to themselves exclusive 
worship and sever themselves from the 
spirit of unity with all God’s children in 
worship they drift into idolatry. Elijah 
would bring them back to the unity of the 
spirit which is the source of power with 
God. 


32. A trench. To hold the water poured 
over the sacrifice. Two measures of seed. 
A measure here means a seah, a third part 
of an ephah, between two and a half and 
three gallons. Some think the trench was 
as wide and deep as a vessel that would 
contain two measures, i. e., between one and 
two feet each way. 

33. Fill four barrels. A barrel means a 
jar without definite measure, but the purpose 
was to remove all ground for suspicion of 
deception. This water was doubtless secur- 
ed from the perennial springs on Carmel 
which must have withstood the drought. 
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36. The time of * * * the evening sacri- 
fice. Three o’clock in the afternoon when 
the evening offering was made. The God 
of Abraham, of Isaac and of Israel. Refer- 
ring to the Hebrew fathers was common 
and reminded the people of God’s frequent 
favors to them from the founding of the 
nation through all their experiences to that 
time. = 

37. Turned their heart back again. For 
thou didst turn their heart backward, re- 
minding them of what Jehovah had done 
for them in the past. 

38. The fire of Jehovah fell, from heaven, 
openly, before the eyes of the people that 
they might be fully convinced of the miracu- 
lous interposition of God. Consumed the 
stones. To show that it was not ordinary 
fire, but fire of supernatural power. The 
dust. The earth which filled the space be- 
tween the stones. 

39. All the people saw it. Each person 
had a visible proof of the presence and 
power of Jehovah. “Seeing is believing.” 
They fell on their faces in surrender, humil- 
ity, reverence, worship, submission and they 
said Jehovah, he is God. Jehovah, he is 
God. The victory was complete. There was 
no place for deception, they had had every 
opportunity to try the power of their idol. 
He had completely failed to respond to their 
every cry, but Jehovah had revealed His 
power and willingness to answer the cry 
of His servant and there was no room for 
doubt.

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A TRIP TO IINOGAWA 

The cabin of the river boat is so small that 
even I can’t stand straight in it, and it uses 
up a lot of one’s judgment to know where 
to sit, whether on the ridge-like threshold be- 
tween the place for baggage and the place for 
people, or on the straw carpet with most of 
the passengers; on deck; or on top, i. e., cab- 
in roof, which is the best place of all when 
the weather is warm enough. 

I was early and the boat started an hour 
late so there was plenty of time to get ac- 
quainted with the passengers. 

A middle-aged woman was tending a fret- 
ful baby with an opened can of condensed 
milk, and a feeding bottle alternating with 
that and her own breast. Baby looked so 
peevish and thin, with that unsatisfied look 
in the eyes which you don’t like to see in any- 
body’s face, especially a baby’s, that I asked 
the woman if she had been to the hospital. 


No, she had been to a seashore village and 
adopted a baby girl. Baby was a month old 
but had been only four days with her new 
mother. 


No, the family were not especially troubled 
because of the late flood but there were many 
children—one too many. Before the boat 
started but when most of the passengers 
were “settled,” is a good time to distribute 
leaflets. Yesterday I used “The Door of 
Salvation” by Mr. Buncombe, who is well 
known and loved by the Japanese Christian 
world ;. and a tract, “The River of the Cross,” 
by Rev. Tamura, author of “The Japanese 
Bride” and other books, quite as needful 
and which “entered the spirits of his coun- 
trymen better. 


A friend of the new mother, who had 
brought a radiance to her face by congratu- 
lating the childless woman upon the new 
baby, said “What is the road to Heaven?’ 
“What is this door of Salvation?” 

Not only he but most of the other twenty 
passengers listened to the explanation. 
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His consent to the reasonableness of one 
God, the Creator, came easily enough, but 
the Christ who said, “I am the door” was 
entirely unknown to him. He took home a 
copy of every tract I had and his neighbor 
said he would take his tracts as great treas- 
ure to his children. He himself was too old 
and too busy, his eyes were too dim, to study 
out new forms of faith himself. The two 
agreed that most people wanted to walk in 
the pure road but that most people mistak- 
enly thought they were already in it. 

They gave their addresses for New Testa- 
ments, which this time we did not have with 
us, and all parted good friends, with many 
bows and “sayonaras,” the woman taking a 
message to the Christian family out at Ju- 
go-hama, her home. 

Prospects for a good adult meeting looked 
not very favorable because for unavoidable 
reasons we had not come on the regular day 
and it was almost dark when that boat final- 
ly reached the county seat of Mono Gun. 
Mr. Kobayashi hung out the cloth banner in 
front of the hotel, the children who gathered 
around called others and altogether the 
meeting was better than we had expected. 
Supper of fish and frozen bean curd, two 
kinds of soup, salted pickles and rice were 
relished. 

The hotel people sent the comfort bags 
and old clothing for the flood sufferers over 
to the home of the head of the district for us, 
called some friends and not long after the 
children had gathered we were ready too. 

About forty children gathered and sang 
lustily, “Jesus Loves Me,” which served as an 
advertisement for the adults within hearing. 

I “played to the gallery”’—if that be slang, 
forgive it—by preaching to the older people 
while addressing the children. After I felt 
sure of the adults’ attention, I alternated, 
asking the children questions, then directly 
addressing the adults, My subject was 
“The Crucifixion.” 

I used a Sunday-school picture but first 
earefully explained that it was not at all 
an object of worship. 

Mr. Kobayashi talked to the children, using 
an animal story, dwelt on the evils of quar- 
reling, the wrong of school-teachers using to- 
bacco and liquor while teaching their schol- 
ars to abstain from them; the importance of 
example accompanying precept, etc. He was 
evidently aiming somewhere, but nobody ap- 
peared offended. 


After more than an hour of that we asked 
the children to go home and the adults to 
come into an inner warmer room. The 
adults—a dozen or more of them—were will- 
ing to come, but the children demurred about 
going home. The big boys announced that 
it wasn’t late and they wanted more. 

The “parlor meeting” took the form of a 
question meeting. One man said he had been 
hearing but he thought what he needed, in 
order to get this heavenly blessing was to 
get a Bible and give it a thorough study. If 
we had a New Testament he wanted to buy 
one then. 

Another man had been reading “Common 
People’s Gospel’ and was convinced that 
Christianity was reasonable and all right, 
but just how to begin to worship this one 
God he didn’t feel sure about. 

Another man said, “What is meant by the 
God of Heaven?” and later the train of 
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thought was diverted by asking why the 
Boxers persecuted the Christians, in China? 
These people were Buddhists, or had been. 
There is one temple and one priest in Iino- 
gawa, but the citizens are not very zealous 
toward any religion. 

Mr. Kobayashi felt that he got nearer 
these men than before and was pleased with 
their readiness to talk to him. The next 
time I mean to take the women separately 
in my room during the after meeting. They 
will rarely ask questions or talk very freely 
before the men. 

One Christian girl stayed afterward. She 
is a school teacher there and regrets the 
liquor drinking which is so much in evidence 
among his friends. 

Returning, we fell in with a party of four 
men, one a Christian from the Hokkaido, 
another an occasional attendant of a Tokio 
church and one from his black sateen coat, 
I judged to be a post-office or telephone man, 
the fourth. older and the leader. The post- 
oftice man asked about the “Immaculate Con- 
ception.” It is best to meet that question 
fully, fairly and squarely, as far as mortal 
ean. It is often asked and occurs naturally 
to the Japanese mind, 

The tracts we distributed on that trip 
went from Tokio to the northern island of 
Hokkaido. Will the seed ripen and bear 
fruit for the kingdom of God? Water it 
with your prayers.

united under one pastor, this is an ideal 
method, but often a combination of this sort 
is impossible. The churches are solving the 
difficulty in many cases by forming combina- 
tions of local churches of different denomina- 
tions. Some of these are formal federations 
like the Christian and Presbyterian churches 
of Rock Stream, N. Y. For several years 
these churches have maintained their separ- 
ate organizations and their own denomination- 
al fellowship. Each holds its own church prop- 
erty. They are organized in the Rock Stream 
Federation. The Rev. Franeis R. Wade, 
formerly a Christian minister, for many 
years a Presbyterian, is vastor of the feder- 
ated churches. The arrangement is proving 
of great benefit to the spiritual interests of 
the community. 


The more common method is by an in- 
formal federation in which the pastor, for 
the time being, is the only bond. We have a 
number of ministers who are caring for 
ehurches of other denominations in addition 
to their work for the Christians, and there are 
probably a much larger number of Christian 
churthes that are being helped by ministers 
of other denominations. Much depends upon 
the spirit in which this work is undertaken.

GET MORE MILK 
. AT LESS COST 
By Dr. A. M. Soule 


Milk is an ideal food if produced under proper 
sanitar~ conditions. It is easily and completely 
digested. It supplies the growing young of all 
animals with the constituents needed for the nour- 
ishment of the body, and is the standby of the in- 
valid and dyspeptic. An abundance of pure, whole- 
some milk is therefore essential to the proper 
nourishment of the nation, and surely in a great 
country such as ours, every one should enjoy a 
plentiful supply of this delicious and refreshing 
beverage. Investigation shows, however, that 
such is not the case, and that the cost of milk 
is reaching prohibitive prices to the laboring man 
in thousands of our towns and cities, and that it 
is not always found abundantly on our farms as 
is desirable. 

It has been shown that an abundance of pro- 
tein must be supplied the dairy cow. It would be 
natural, therefore, to choose concentrates which 
supply the largest amount of this element at the 
lowest cost, and in all the country, there is noth- 
ing superior to cotton seed meal for this purpose. 
A pound of it provides as much protein, for in- 
stance as three pounds of high-grade wheat bran 
or four pounds of corn, and frequently it can 
be purchased at about the same cost per ton as 
either bran or corn. It would therefore seem nat- 
ural that everyone should use it, but strange to 
say this does not prove to be the case in practice, 
though thousands of tons of it are annually ship- 
ped abroad to feed cows in foreign countries. As 
a result, the ration of our own sows is often not 
supplied with the amount of protein necessary, and 
for reasons already indicated, they fail to produce 
as they should and would were cotton seed meal 
used as nature intended. 

Cotton seed meal may be used as the sole con- 
centrate in the nutrition of dairy cows in any 
part of the South. It should be fed at the rate 
of 3 to 6 pounds per head per day, depending on 
the weight of the animal and the amount of milk 
she is capable of yielding. Five pounds will be 
about right for a 1000-pound cow giving two or 
three gallons of milk per day. If fed according to 
weight or measure, it will produce no injurious 
results whatever. This testimony is based on 
many years of feeding it as the sole concentrate to 
large herds of dairy cows. 

Let us use cotton seed meal intelligently and 
increase the efficiency and productiveness of our 
dairy animals.

She replied instantly, ‘“‘To give more life.” 
Her definition was a true one. Savorless salt 
goes to the footpath and rubbish pile. Leav- 
en that has lost its power is disgusting and 
unhealthy. Seed that has lost its fertility 
means barren lands and starving populations. 
Water that has lost its heat is loathing and 
nauseating. It generates no steam, it drives 
no machinery. A Church without: enthus- 
iasm is a Church without God. The inwork- 
ing of God gives a rush of spiritual sensibil- 
ity, a glowing zeal, the power to boil. The 
frozen stream turns no mill, the motionless 
millstone yields no flour. God in the Church 
means a perpetual revival. He is “the foun- 
tain of living waters.” No green scum gath- 
ers on these waters. Life, and health, and 
fruitfulness go where they go. The pulpit 
has always been God’s chief agency in the 
spread of the Gospel. If this pulpit becomes 
ineffective and disreputable, there is no 
cause to be named outside of the pulpit it- 
self. God has made it the throne of power. 
“Our sufficiency,” says Paul, “is of God.” 
To realize this there must be fulness and 
freshness of experience. Jesus said to His 
early ministers, “Handle me and see.” The 
minister must come in contact with the liv- 
ing truth. Christianity must never become 
a scientific speculation. Sinis blinding. Isa- 
iah’s whole life was changed under the vision 
of the temple when he saw the Lord. Isa. 
6: 1-14. What the Church needs to-day is a 
vision of the Christ; that she may arise to 
behold the evil that is sapping the vitality 
of Christianity. Stop, oh, beloved, and think 
for a moment, if you can see the evil that is 
sapping the life out of the Church of God 
to-day. Many churches have gone daffy on 
organization and machinery, and this crush- 
es the very life out of what religion she 
had, if she ever had real religion. The ser- 
mons must be cut short now to give place to 
some of the new music, and new machinery. 
Well some one has said that just so they 
could have some style, and show off and a 
little fifteen-minute essay; that in this fast 
age is sufficient. I believe in good singing; 
and we need in all of our churches more good, 
spiritual singing.

IMPORTANT EVENT AT DEFIANCE 
COLLEGE 

Opening of Sisson Hall, February 17 

An event of unusual significance, in the 
history of Defiance College, will occur on the 
evening of February 17, when the $50,000 
dormitory known as Sisson Hall—the fourth 
new building to be constructed on the college 
campus—will he formally opened to inspec- 
tion by the public. 

Sisson Hall is probably the most up-to- 
date, best arranged and equipped building of 
its kind in the country. It combines within 
itself the conveniences and advantages of 
dormitories costing more money. In addition 
to modern rooming accommodations for 120 
young men, there are reading, reception, and 
other rooms, and a large and well-equipped 
gymnasium, which upon the occasion of the 
opening will be the scene of a basket ball 
game with Tri-State College. After the 
gaine refreshments will be served. 


A very cordial and hearty invitation is 
extended to all friends of the college, not 
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only to be present upon this occasion, but to 
take advantage of the opportunity for a thor- 
ough examination of the equipment and work 
of the whole institution, which is the prop- 
erty of the Christian Church. 

The increasing interest, on the part of the 
Christian Church, in Defiance College has 
been gratifying, but has not kept pace with 
the phenomenal, yet natural, growth of the 
college. It was with justifiable satisfaction 
that announcement was made that last year 
the total enrollment of students was 362, 
which was a large increase over any previous 
year, At this writing, although only half 
of the present year is past, the enrollment 
already reaches 378. While this is gratify- 
ing, it is a matter of regret that there is 
not a larger per cent. of representation from 
our churches in the college and the Bib- 
lical Institute. 

The increase in the number of students is 
not surprising. Indeed, it would be a mat- 
ter of surprise if there were no increase. 
As the rare combination of special advan- 
tages offered at Defiance becomes known, the 
increase will continue; but the measure of 
service the allied institutions here can ren- 
der to the Christian denomination will de- 
pend largely upon the number of young peo- 
ple from our churches who are educated here.
